SECRETARY WINDOM ELATED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasm xerox, D. C., May 13.—Secretary 
Windom this evening is very much elated at 
the manner in which the circular relative to 


the 5 per cent bonds has been received. 


Every few minutes during the day he has 
been in receipt of telegrams from holders of 
the 5s, giving notice that they desired to 
avail themselves of the terms of the cireular, 
and to continue the amounts they hold at 3 
per cent. The offers for continuance re- 
ceived to this evening make it certain that 
the policy will be as successful with respect 
to the 5 per cents as it has been with the 6s. 
THE TWO LOANS 
stand on a somewhat different basis. Four 
hundred and thirty-eight millions of 5s be- 
came redeemable at the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernment on the first ot the present month, 
but with three months’ notice to holders. 
The 6s were payable; the 5s are only redeem- 
able. The option lies with the Government 
to call them in at any time after three 
months’ notice, The 8 actual du- 
tles in regard to these 5s are very limited. 
He may call in and pay eff such an amount 
of them as he has surplus money in the 
Treasury to pay, and the rest if he likes. 
EARLY THIS MORNING 
Secretary Windom began to receive tele- 
graphic dispatches from holders of regis- 
tered 5 per cent bonds advising him that they 
desired to have their 5s extended at 3'¢ per 
cent in pursuance of the terms of the ‘Treas- 
ury circular issued yesterday. All day these 
telegraphic notices continued to arrive at 
short intervals, and at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon holders of registered 5 per cents 
amounting to $21,507,500 had notified the 
Secretary of their desire to have these bonds 
extended at the new rate. Most of the no- 
tices received were from National banks, in- 
dicating that these institutions are eager to 
insure the conversion of their 5 per cents 
into the new securities. Only $250,000,000 of 
the registered 5s can be extended under 
the provisions of the circular, and that 
amount at the present rate will be absorbed 
long before the expiration of the option, July 
1, 1881. 
YESTERDAY’S DEVELOPMENTS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnrneron, D. C., May 13.—May 1 there 
were outstanding $456,022,050 in 5 per cent 
bonds, series of 1881, including registered 
and coupon, and also those embodied in the 
lolst call, issued by Secretary Sherman, 
which had not been redeemed. Of $25,000,000 
mbfaced in the lolst call, there remain 
Outstanding but $10,257,400, $5,940,959 having 
been redeemed since May 1, at which time 
there were $16,198,550 outstanding. The 
total amount of 5 per cents outstanding to- 
day is, therefore, $450,081, 100, which amount 
includes registered and coupon and 
called and uncalled bonds. Under the 
103d call for bonds, which was issued 
by Secretary Windom yesterday, the first of 
the 5 per cents received for continuance at 34, 
per cent will be the last to be redeemed by the 
call, under See. 3 of the act of 1870, whi re- 
quires that the last number issued shall be the 
first calied for redemption. 

THERE WERE RECEIVED 


at the Department to-day $21,507,500 of registered 
5 per cents to be continued under the terms of 
the circular of yesterday at 3% per cent. 
The bulk of this amount came from 
National banks. Treasury officials are 
of the opinion that the large amount 
received is due to the anxiety of the holders 
to get their bonds in before the limit of the 
amount to be continued is reached. Others 
think the large amount is due to the fact that 
the first numbers of the continued bonds issued 
will be last calied for redemption. Six per cents 
continue to arrive for extension at 3½ per cent. 
It is estimated that there are not more than 
$30,000,000 of that serics outstanding; and when 
the transactions in Europe are heard from it is 
considered that there will be very few, if any, of 
the bonds left for redemption.

Wasuineron, D. C., May 13.—In April, 
1878, the Commissioner of the Géneral Land 
Office reported to the First Controller of the 
Treasury that theré was due from the United 
States to Kansas $190,000 for 5 percent of 
the proceeds of the Indian reservations sold 
in that State. The First Controller, now Gov. 
Porter, held the matter under consideration 
until May, 1880, when he decided that the 
money was due to the State, and it was re- 
ported to Congress for appropriation. This 
is the claim that figured so extensively dur- 
ing the campaign of last fall. On March 3, 
II, Congress approved the claim and appro- 
priated the money to pay it. The elaim then 
came to Judge Lawrence, First Controller of the 
Currency, for payment. He found that Kansas 
had never paid the $70,080) apportioned to the 
State by the direct tax act of Aug. 5, 11. There 
has been credited on this $70,000 the amount of 
$9,000 for war expenses paid by Kansas during 
the Rebellion, leaving $61,000 unpaid. The State 
of Kansas employed ex-Gov. Crawford of that 
State, and Shellabarger, and Wilson, who argued 
the case before the First Controller, claiming 
the direct tax was nota debt of the State, 
but a tax chargeable upon the lands of in- 
dividual citizens, and that no offset could 
be made by reason of the tax 80 ap- 
portioned.

SAMPLE COPIES 

OF FRAUDS PRACTICED ON THE MAILS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—Postimaster- 
General James has issued an order directing 
that sample copies of new publications can- 
not be mailed in quantities until submitted 
for ruling by the Depariment. It has come 
to the notice of the Department that parties 
not regularly engaged in the publication of 
papers were from time to time starting new 
journals, apparently Jegitimate in character, 
and who were under contract with adver- 
tisers.to circulate large quantities of the first 
issue of the paper. The advertisers generally 
agreed to pay according to the circulation, 
which was to be proven by the Postmasters at 
office of mailing. These journals were frequent- 
ly printed in large eities, and then taken tosome 
country post-office, and through inadvertence on 
the part of the Postmaster, allowed to gothrough 
the mails at cheap pound newspaper rates (two 
cents per pound), instead of paying. third-class 
rates,which, in the case of newspapers weighing 
not more than one once, is practically sixteen 
cents per pound. Réady-printed outsides have 
been in some instances furnished gratuitousiy 
to country papers Upon condition that large 
numbers therein (in ohe case as many as 30,000) 
should be sent addressed as sampile-copies,

AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


Land in Fargo, Dak., Worth Half a 
Million Dollars, Claimed by a Mali- 
Breed—Indications of Sharp Practice 
to Defraud Him of His Property. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune 
Sr. PAUL, Minn., May 13.—A Fargo corre- 
spondent ot the Pioneer-Prese gives the de- 
tails of an important suit to be tried at the 

June term of court there, involving a claim 


| to 160 acres of land in the heart of Fargo, 


worth half a million dollars. The suit is 
brought Ly Francis Peronto, an alleged half- 
breed, well known as an old resident of 
Fargo. Ile took up his abode there when 
the site of the city was part of the reserva- 
tion of the Sisseton, Wahpeton, Sioux, and 
Bannock Indians. On May 19, 1873, the res- 
ervation, by a special treaty with these 
tribes, was thrown open to settlement, but 
this treaty, it is said, expressly stipulated 
that all half-breeds should be entitled to 160 
acres of lapd, which protected Peronto in 
his rights if he was a half-breed, as is al- 
leged, . 
Peronto asserts that the Chiefs of the four 
above named tribes assured him, after their 
return from Washington, where they went 
to execute the treaty, that they had pro- 
tected his rights, and he has continued 
to live in a cabin near the Red River 
ever since. The Indian title to the 


reservation was extinguished May 19, 1873. 
Seven days afterwards, while Peronto was still 
living oh the land, the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company filed a definit plat of the location of 
the road at the Land-Office in Fargo. The rail- 
road company, by its charter, was given every 
odd or alternate section of landon the line of 
the road, provided not already occupied by a 
bona tide settler, in which case they were to ro- 
eeive lund north or south of the sections or part 
ot sections already absorbed. On the 3d of 
June, 1876. Peronto, by his attorney, made 
a preémption entry of the land, it 
js stated by authority of the Department of the 
Interior at Washington, inctuding ali the south 
side and centre of Far He also made appli- 
cation to prove up and pay, but the Northern 
Pacific ,Rallroad Company, by its counsel, 
tlanked him by having the Land Commissioner 
at Washington instruct the Land Agent here to 
refuse the application. On the 26th of April last 
the Railroad Company began a suit in the Third 
Judicial District to oust Peronte. 

In June, 1880, u lawyer named Dufaur, living 
in Buffalo County, Minnesota, got into Peronto's 
contidence by means of a plentiful supply of 
firewater judiciously administered, and bifered 
to bring an ejectment suit against the railroad 
company aud every one else interested, and win 
it for half the property. Peronto assented, and 
afterwards signed what he thought to be an 
agreement, but which turned out to be a deed 
consigning all bis property to Defaur, the con- 
sideration being $1. This proctous document the 
complaiuant put away. and never ascertained the 
true character until the other day, when some 
ove in the city bought a piece of property on 
the land in question and was confronted by the 
deed from Peronto to Dufaur on the county rec- 
ords. The case, it is said, will be contested for 
all it is worth at the Jone term of court. The 
case excites intense interest in Fargo, as the 
suit affects the title to the most valuable 
property in the city.

NEW YORK. 

New York, May 13.—The warm weather 
has slightly improved trade in dry goods. 
The clothing interest is now buying goods 
for the fall trade. Buyers from the country 
are not purchasing heavily. Money is easy, 
and good dry-goods paper goes at fair rates. 
The domestic silk manufacture last year be- 
ing particularly profitable, a number of small 
factories have started. Several large works 
have proposed to run on broad silks entirely 
the coming season. The demand for Osborns 
and faney silks is large, some manufaetur- 
ers having orders they cannot fill for some 
time. In the retail trade, the warm weather 
caused a demand for light summer goods, 

THE LUMBER TRADE. | 
isin a very satisfactory condition. Nearly 
all the mills have large engagements for the 
new cut. Building is active in nearly every 
part of the country. The profits in produ- 
cing this year are likely to be so large that an 
unusual stimulus will, it is feared, be given 
to production, and more conservative opera- 
tors are somewhat apprehensive as to the re- 
sult. The demand for export continues 
good ta most countries. Shipments to the 

Cape of Good Hope and Port Elizabeth, 
Africa, were not uncommon, and inquiries 
are received from the East Indles. The local 
trade is healthy. The latest quotations for 
clear Jumber vary from $50 to $55; for com- 
mon for shipping to West Indies, $18 to $20; 
for South America, $25 to $27; for common 
box, $18 to $15. 

THE PAPER TRADE ° 
continues dull. The mills are fullof orders, 
but with a liberal supply of water, enabling 
them to runto their full capacity, the 
low prices of stoek, the prospects are that 
prices will be considerably lower in the near 
future, and even now the preduction is ahead 
of the demand. 

THE HARDWARE SITUATION 

is unsatisfactory. Prices of both domestic 
and imported goods are lower than ever be- 
fore. 

PRODUCE MEN 

are doing better. Old butter and cheese are 
pretty well cleared up. Arrivals of fresh 
goods are notin excess of the demand, aad 
are moved olf at satisfactory prices. 

THE WOOL MARKET 
is weak. In California and Texas prices are 
relatively 4“@3 cents per pound above Eastern 
seaboard prices. 

The cotton market is dull. Prices are 
gradually tending downward. Prospects of 
a coming crop are very promising. 

In petroleum there is nothing of interest to 
note. The stock is large and the production 
increasing. ‘The demand for export ts fair. 

THE GRAIN MARKET 
is weak and prices are tending down. Wheat 
is kept fairly steady by manipulation. Cornu 
is lower. Speculative business is quite 
active, but the demand for consumption is 
only moderate. In pork products there has 
been a considerable decline the past week, 
with a partial recovery in the past day or 
two, the market closing firm at the recent 
advance. The speculative feeling is strong. 
One small failure occurred Thursday. 

Freights are low, with a moderate busi- 
ness. A Committee of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation report as a result of the 
investigation the shipments from the interior 
to water are decreasing at New York and 
increasing at some other points. 

TRA, COFFER, AND SUGAR. 

In teas, sales at auction this week were 
9,000 halt-chests, with no special variation in 
prices, except for green varieties, which 
have been in more demand at better rates. 
On the whole, there is a trifle more firmness 
discernible, attributable to the increase in 
distributing trade. ‘There is a slight decline 
in Formosa teas. 

Rio coffee suffered a further decline. Large 
holdets are asking 114 cents, but actual 
sales are slow at 11. Good judges believe 
the market will find its level at 10. There is 
a disposition on the part of the large dis- 
tributors to import their own stock. Mild 
coffees are unchanged in prices, with a 
moderate demand. Auction sales next week 
of all grades, will comprise 11,500 bags. 

Raw sugars are firmly held tor an advance, 
with afair degree of activity. Refined are 
doing well, with an increased demand and 
prices well sustained. 

LIQUOR AND LEATHER. 

In liquors, the importation and sale of for- 
eign goods steadily increased, Dealers are 
doing a good business, though not making 
large profits. In whisky there bas been a lively 
boom, and a large amount of money has been 
made, but the past week or two business bas 
been rather dull, and Bourbons deciined 2 to 5 
cents per galion. Kyes heid their price firmly. 

Tokacco dealers believe they are to have an 
active business this year. 

Trade in leather. was notup to expectations. 
Competition was keen and the margin of profit 
reduced to a finer point than known for years. 
A good demand is expected soon from boot and 
shoe manufacturers fur the full trade. 

In the iron trade there is nothmg of interest, 
and prices are steady. 

THE STOCK MARKET

quent evangelist has for four years and 
a half been preaching the Gospel as he sees it 
in the Bible. The story of the life of the Rev. 
George O. Barnes, the mountain evangelist, is 
remarkabie. He was boru at Point Lick, a little 
village in Garrard County, on the 22d of April, 
1827, bis father being a Presbyterian preach#r, 
an Eogiishman by birth, and his mother a native 
of New Jersey. The boy early evinced the in- 
clination to study and he was carefully devel- 
oped in his youth. He graduated from Centre 
College. Danville, and after a thorough course of 
theological studies at Princeton. where he was 
equipped with Greek, Hebrew, Sanscrit, and 
other languages, he was, iu 1854, ordained as a 
Presbyterian minister. Immediately after this 
he sailed with his young wife as a missionary to 
Hindostan, where he remained seven years, 
and where two children were born,—one of 
them, Miss Marie Barnes, whose singing is now 
almost as striking a feature at her father’s 
services as his exhortations. in 1861 he re- 
turned to America, broken down in dealth 
and a morphbine-eater; but in 1863 he had 
recovered his health and stopped the mor- 
phine habit. He now took charge of a little 
Presbyterian churon at Stanford, Ky., where 
he preached uneventfully for five yeurs, being 
regarded only as an earnest man and a fine 
speaker.

THE Alexandria correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times sends that paper a suggestive ac- 
count of the manner in which Egypt is 
plucked. Her public debt amounts to 


8385, 000,000, exclusive of the “Daira and 


Domaine“ debts, which come to $85,000,000 
more, and this enormous debt is owed by a 
country which has no mines, forests, or 
factories, but derives all her wealth from 
4,750,000 acres of land. Her revenue is barely 
$42,500,000, and of this she pays $20,000,000 
to her creditors, and $3,500,000 to the Sultan, 
leaving but very little for other purposes. 
In spite of this enormous drain, last year she 
met all her indebtedness, which the Times 
correspondent ascribes to “an abundant 
harvest, an improved trade, the readjust- 
ment of tne land-tax, the abolition of the col- 
lection of taxes in kind, and the greater 
facility given for the legal recovery of the 
arrears of taxation.” Another cause might 
have been stated—namely: that everything 
the wretched peasants have is taken from 
them. The Times correspondent himself 
says that the Egyptian does not know any of 
the pleasures of civilization, and that he does 
not even know the need of education or 
justice. Such a people, however much they 
may produce, would hardly feel the loss of 
what is taken from them, but the time may 
come when they will discover that they do 
not get all they can out of life, and then the 
administration of Egypt may grow more 
costly. 


Tue professional “ appropriationist” is 
just now busy in the State Legislature. The 
appropriation bills for the support of the 
State charities are ‘ passing through the 
mill, and the dou for money by the 
friends of the local institutions are positive- 
ly rapacious. Some of them are scandalous. 
These institutions are now so numerous that 
they combine for purposes of plunder, and 
are generally successful in getting all they 
want. The time is rapidly coming when the 
number of able-bodied, stalwart persons of 
both sexes, receiving pay, board, and lodg- 
ing in the charitable institutions of the State 
will equal and exceed the number of inmates 
supposed to be objects of charity. Tnat is, 
each inmate of a State institution, from the 
orphans and feeble-minded children to 
the lunatics, will have at least one 
able-bodied person to attend him or 
her. The poor lunatics and children are 
charged with the cost of maintenance, when 
in fact the cost of boarding, lodging, and 
wages to the attendants will, if it does not 
now, exceed thatof the unfortunates. Some 
person in the Legislature can do the public a 
service by requiring, in the form of a law, 
that in the annual or biennial reports of all 
these institutions the names of every person 
employed at wages shall be given, the amount 
paid, the number of persons enjoying free 
lodgings, and the cost of feeding them all. 
This information is never specitically given 
in any of these reports, but it is essential to 
enable the people of the State to know how 
far the public charities are degenerating into 
monster pauper establishments. The House 
struck out some of the items for the Elgin 
Insane Asytum, but generally the dealers in 
charity, at other people’s expense, manfuily 
stood together, and carried their several 
schemes of plunder through intact. Fraud, 
plunder, and extravagance are not redeemed 
of their iniquity by being perpetrated under 
the name of charity.

PROPOSED APPORTIONMENT 
COUNTY. 

The plan of apportionment agreed upon by 
the Senate Committee at Springtield is so im- 
perfect in the arrangement of districts in 
Cook County that it can scarcely be regarded 
as seriously intended. It proposes to carve 
up Cook, Du Page, and Lake Counties into 
four Congressional districts, all of them Re- 
publican. Considerable ingenuity is shown 
in the effort to accomplish this end; but the 
result, it the plan should go into practical 
operation, would only illustrate again the 
fable of the dog that dropped the bone he al- 
ready had to grab at the shadow he could 
not get, and lost both. Iu off years two of 
the four proposed districts would be almost 
certainly Democratic, and in case of any po- 
litical reaction or widespread apathy among 
Republican voters three would be earried by 
the Democrats and the fourth made fighting- 
ground, 

There were 44,000 Democratic voters in 
Cook County at the late Presidential elec- 
tion. Ina number of southwestern wards 
comprising compact and contiguous terri- 
tory they were epormously in the majority. 
They are fairly entitled to one Congressman 
in this county, and the attempt to gerry- 
mander them outofa Representative will 
endanger the election of Republicans in at 
least three districts. The fair and honest 
plan is the best one. The Democrats of the 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, and 
Tenth Wards, orso much of them as may 
be necessary with the Town of Lake to 
make up one Congressional district, should 
be permitted to elect one Congressman. 
This arrangement would make three reliable 
Republican districts out of the remaining 
parts of Cook County and Lake County, 
while Du Page could be spared for some 
rural district, to which it naturally belongs. 

The specific objections to the apportion- 
ment are too numerous to recite in full. As 
to the First District, it is obvious that, in- 
years, the Fifth Ward will counterbalance 
the Third and Fourth, Lake will offset Hyde 
Park, and the result will turn on the vote of 
a few country towns, with, an unknown 
quantity in the new manufacturing district

‘of South Chicago to be provided for. The 


Second District, in the judgment of the 
present Representative, Col, Davis, could 
only be carried in off years, if at all, by 
extraordinary exertions, and the chances 
would be decidedly in favor of a Demo- 
cratic majority of 500 to 800. The complex- 
ion of the Third District would depend upon 
the disposition made of the portion of the 
Eighth Ward north of Taylor street, which 
is not provided for in the scheme as reported. 
The Fourth Distriet would be Republican 
on all ordinary occasions, but not by as 
large a majority as formerly. 

In estimating Republican majorities in pro- 
posed new districts should be to dis- 
count 50 per cent from the majorities in 
Presidential years. The contrary rule some- 
times works surprising results, as hips the 
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districts in one year, and the Third District 
was afterwards represented by a Democrat. 
There is no wisdom in eompromising away 
the reliable Republican majorities of two 
déstricts for the sake of a possible gain in a 
third. 

The Senatorial districts in the city have 
been so maddied by personal influence that 
it is difficult to say what they would do in 
Presidential years. But in general it may be 
said that the Democratic strength lies along 
the North and South Branches of the Chicago 
River. The Democrats are entitied to one 
Senator in the northwestern district and to 
two in the southwestern wards. With these 
concessions fairly made, the Republicans 
may elect the other seven Senators; but if 


they try to get more they will probably come 


out with less. 

We do not anticipate that much will be 
done with the present scheme of appor- 
tionment. It very likely was not intended 
to be acted on. It would create almost unk 
versal dissatisfaction among the Republicans 
of Cook County, and might very easily cause 
the defeat of the party in the county more 
than half the time in the next ten years, 

— 
SENATORIAL SYCOPHANCY. 

The New York Herald continues to pre 
sent Mr. Conkling to the country as an ag- 
grieved, injured, and outraged citizen. In 
its reports of Senate caucuses and Senaterial 
speeches it represents that Senators unani- 
mously agree with Conkling and as unani- 
mously condemn the President. In a report 
of what Mr. Frye said in caucus, M 
man was represented as declaring that, “s 
far as he was concerned personally, he de. 
sired to be known asin full sympathy with 
the Stal warts, and that he considered that the 
Administration, ia its dealings with the sen- 
ior Senator from New York, had not acted 
in that spirit of fairness and frankness whieh 
was calculated to promote good feeling and 
harmony.” To this strange speech, coming 
from such a souree, it is stated that Mr. Frye 
added that if there was no agreement between 
the parties, he should deem it his duty, if 
the Senate should ever vote on the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Robertson, to vote with the Ad- 
ministration. That is to say, Mr. Frye de- 
clared that, if brought to a vote, he should 
feel it to be his duty to sustain the President 
in his unfair and unfriendly treatment of 
Mr. Conkling. Does any one suppose that 
Mr. Frye, the leader of the anti-Conkling 
fight, the man who so bravely defeated Conk- 
ling at the Chicago Convention, thus volun- 
tarily declared Conkling to be right, and his 
own purpose to vote to sustain the wrong? 
The same report contains the following ex- 
traordinary statement: 


Every other Senator who spoke reflected simi- 
lar views; but the unanimous feeling on every 
side was to urge the President to put an end to 
the unseomly wrangle. This opinion was par- 
ticularly expressed by Senators Sherman. Rad- 
munds, Morrill, Conger, Hoar, Dawes, and, in 
fact, by all the leading Administration Senators. 
Senator Conkling bei called upon to say what 

would satisfy him, said. it is understood, that he 
could easily inform the Senate what act, in his 
judgment. on tue part of the President would 
satisfy himself and the Republicans who were 
acting with him, and who sympathize with him. 
In general terms he would say that if Mr. Rub- 
ertson’s name were withdrawn almost any other 
appointment in his place would be calculated to 


7 — the way toward a good understanding and 


armonious atio so far as he could bring that 
understanding abdut. 

Mr. Blair, of New Hampshire, suggested as a 
compromise that Mr. Robertsor and Mr. Ghand- 
ler should .exchange places,—that the former 
should be made Solicitor General and the latter 
Collector of New York. 

Mr. Conkling replied that the President might 
appoint Judge Robertson District-Attorney, or 
he could appoint him Consul-Gepneralto London, 
or he may give bim some other foreign appoint- 
ment which would provide handsomety for him 
without any risk to the harmony of the party. 


We ͤ do not believe this report to be correct, 
because we do not believe the Senators named 
were so craven aml sycophantic as to place 
themselves in any such humiliating position. 
To ask the President to withdraw the nom- 
ination of Judge Robertson was to propose to 
him a personal indignity. It was that he ab- 
dicate his authority as President, and humil- 
late himself before the country as recogniz- 
ing the Senator from New York as entitled 
to the “primacy” in the Government of the 
United States. Mr. Conkling wants to be 
recognized as the Premier controlling 
the Government; the President being 
nominally the Executive. Mr. Conkling 
wants to be Known as Occupying in our 
Government the same relation to the Pres- 
ident that Mr. Gladstone holds in relation 
to Queen Victoria or Bismarck does in the 
German Government. Having said that 
Robertson should not be Collector, Mr. 
Conkling insists that he shall not be, 
though he is willing to allow the President 
to appoint him to any other office. Whatever 
moral right any Senator may have to vote 
against the nomination of Robertson is taken 
away by Conkling’s own admission that he is 
competent to fill any office in the gift of the 
Government. That being conceded, any at- 
tempt to defeat his confirmation is nothing 
but an evidence of the truth of Mr. Dawes’ 
famous declaration that the Senate was for- 
ever seeking to usurp all the functions of the 
Government; and of Senator Hoar’s declara- 
tion that the Senate by its usurpations was 
hastening the time when the country would 
demand the abolition of the Senate as a part 
of the Government dangerous to National 
liberty. 

The representation by the Conklingites that 
the Republican Senators were unanimous in 
their wish that the President would conciliate 
Conkling by submitting to his commands was 
either grossly untrue, or, if true, was dis- 
graceful to those who concurred in the sug- 
gestion. It is true it was a suggestion that 
was made under cover of secrecy, but that 
only makes its cowardice more characteristic. 
It lacked every sentiment of manliness and 
self-respect, and lacked every vestige of the 
independence and dignity which should per- 
tain to Senators and statesmen representing 
the people, whoseentire sympathies are with 
the Chief Magistrate of the Nation. The at- 
titude of these Senators, in the secrecy of 
their caucus room, is that of mousing owls. 
The great American heart repudiates their 
cowardice and holds in contempt their moral 
and intellectual weakness. 


CONFIRMATION OF STANLEY MATTHEWS. 

The Washington correspondent ot Tur 
TRIBUNE says that the confirmation of Stan- 
ley Matthews is regarded as a Demoeratic 
and a railroad victory. That is a very accu- 
tate and comprehensive statement of the 


case. But for the influence of the railroads 


and the votes of Democratic Senators, Mr. 
Matthews would never have reached the Su- 
preme Bench. Owing his place to these two 
circumstances, his position will be anomalous. 
He will practically represent the Democratic 
party on the Supreme Bench ata time when 
that party is in a minority in all branches of 
the Government, and he will represent the 
railroad sentiment at atime when the bulk 
of the American people, without regard to 
party, are urging legislative and judicial re- 
straints upon the encroachment of the cor- 
porations. 

Mr. Matthews is a legacy of the Hayes and 
Ohio. Administration. When Hayes first 
sent his name into the Senate there came a 
popular protest from all parts of the coun- 
try against hish&ppointment. His unfitness 
was recognized immediately, and abundant 
reasons were given why he should not be 
confirmed. Nevertheless Mr. Hayes refused 
to withdraw the nomination, and Mr. Mat- 
thews was so anxious for the place that he 
was willing to run the gamut of criticism 
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ratic leaders, and great Der power Miss An- 


railway — 43 brought to bear in 
favor Of his confirmation, but the Senate 
yielded to manifest public sentiment, and his 
nomination died with the close of the last 
Congress. Garfield was evidently under a 
certain constraint to renew the nomination 
at the urgent request of the outgoing Presi- 
dent. He ought not to have yielded to ft; 
but, when he did so, the Senate ought to 
have adhered to its original position. The 
Judiciary Committee, made up of the best 
lawyers in the land, was all but unan- 
imous in an adverse report. Lamar, 
Democrat, was the only Senator on the 
Committee who voted for Matthews. Sucha 
verdict ought to have assured his rejection,and 
would have done so had not the Democrats 
in the Senate made up their minds that Mat 
thews was about as good a Democrat as they 
could have selected themselves, and hence 
supported him. 

Matthews and his friends are reported as 
being very much mortified because he pulled 
through the Senate with only one majority. 
But the whole contest has been humiliating 
to him and them. Nevertheless, neither henor 
they have manifested any disposition to re- 
tire from it. The stake was too valuable, 
We think there was never before 80 persist- 
ent and pertinacious an effort to secure a 
piace in the highest Court in the country; 
indeed, such a contest seems to be incompat- 


ible with the character and duties of the po- 


sition. The career of Stanley Matthews as a 
Judge of the Supreme Court will be watched 
with not only curiosity, but considerable 
anxiety, after the exceptional conditions un- 
der which he goes to the Bench. 

It is evident that Mr. Matthews’ support 
fame almost entirely from the Democrats 
and monopolists. A curious exception to 
this was furnished by Mr. Harrison, the new 
Senator from Indiana, who is said to have 
given him a vote. There were several 
weighty reasons why Harrison should have 
voted against Matthews. ‘The vacancy on 
the Bench belonged by right and precedent 
to the circuit in which Harrison’s /State is 
located, and no other Senator from this cir- 
cuit assented to the indignity and injustice 
involved in Matthews’ nomination. Harrison 
also represents a people who are almost 
unanimous in their apprehension of growing 
railroad abuses, and it is to be hoped his 
vote in this case isnot to be taken as an in- 
dication of his future course in the Senate. 

Senator Edmunds opposed Matthews bold- 
ly on the ground that the latter believes the 
Thurman Railroad law to be unconstitutional. 
If this be Matthews’ conviction, there is little 
doubt that the Pacific railroad cases will be 
reopened before the Supreme Court, and his 
voice may reverse the former decision and 
cheat the Government of the dues which the 
Thurman law is slowly exacting from those 
corporations. In such an event the support 
the Democrats have given Matthews will do 
their party no good.

A WOMAN'S PARADISE 

The Territory of Wyoming must be a 
Paradise for women, and that it is not the 
Mecca of all discontented female souls is a 
little remarkable. All wrongs are righted 
there. The tyrant man is shorn of his pow- 
ers. The rights of women are respected. 
The lone, lorn creatures who are reciting on 
rostrums the abuses to which they are sub- 
jected, and who rend the air with their piti- 
ful narratives, should emigrate there at 
once. A woman who has been there re- 
cently delivered.a lecture in Albany, in the 
course of which she drew a glowing picture 
of the happy condition of woman. In Chey- 
enne the waiter-girls and chambermaids get 
S to 330 a month, while men’s pay lu dif- 
ferent employments is only $18 to $4. The 
lecturer herself had kept a publie ranch at 
Chugwater Station, where she collected the 
Black Hills stage fares and acted as Post- 
master. For this she received $40 per month, 
while the drivers, who had to work much 
harder and to face the terrible winter storms 
and expose their lives to the assaults of 
Indians, received much smaller pay 
than this. Political rights are en- 
ercised freély. At the recent election 
for Delegate to Congress, Mrs. Corbett, the 
young and handsome bride of the successful 
candidate, went from house to house in 
Cheyenne and electioneered for her husband, 
and sent out wagons into the country to 
bringin the women, all of whom voted as 
she wanted them to. Even the colored serv- 
ant-giris go to the polls with their mistresses 
and vote with them, and if they live at an in- 
convenient distance from the polls they are 


taken to them in wagons, and vote with as 


much zest as the most enthusiastic male 
Democrat in one of our city wards. The 
lecturer gave an interesting description of 
the manner in which she went to vote while 
living at Chugwater. An old-fashioned Rocky 
Mountain stage coach was procured. The 
men who worked about the ranch, all the 
ladies, and two or three colored servant-girls 
were bundled intoit. Four horses were har- 
nessed, two of them wild ones. The ranch 
was left in charge of a young fellow who 
was not old enough to vote, and off 
went the load, the two wild horses 
threatening every instant to dump them 
into the ditch, but all of them merry and 
jubilant. Wagons were bringing the women 
from thirty miles around, and they made 
everything lively with their laughter and 
jokes. After having performed the first duty 
of an American citizen they waited to see 
the result, and having elected their man they 
had that evening a grand supper and dance 
in honor of the vietory. This is a state of 
things calculated to make Miss Anthony’s 
mouth water and fill the soul of Mrs. Liver- 
more with delight, and why they and the 
other victims should linger here, fettered, 
trampled upon, and ground down into the 
dust by the tyrant man, when such a Para- 
dise awaits them, is remarkable. Why are 
they not urging the discontented to go there 
and ameliorate their condition? Why do 
they not advise the surplus of women whien 
is known to exist, especially in New En- 
gland, to pack their trunks and band- 
boxes and start for the setting sun? 
While Wyoming is a woman’s Paradise, it is 
evident, however, that it is not a Paradise 
for all women. The woman who plays the 
piano, embroiders storks, faints away at the 
sound of a fire-cracker, or is soulful, intense, 
or utter, would hardly be at home in Wyo- 
ming. The most refined and stylish of 
them,” says our lecturer, “can drive or ride 
the ranch horses and ponies, and are capital 
shots with pistols and Winchester rifles.

REFUNDING THE FIVE PER CENT BONDS. 

When Secretary Windom’s plan for con- 
tinuing the 6 per cent bonds at 344 per cent 
interest, upon the application of the holders 
thereof, had been matured, Tun Trisune 
predicted that the scheme would be so suc- 
cessful as to warrant a similar course with 
regard to the outstanding 5 per cents. This 
has proved to be the case. The Secretary 
has how announced that 5 per cents may be 
practically retunded in the same manner by 
application prior to July 1 next. 

The policy which the Secretary has adopt- 
ed with regard to the 5 per cents is admir- 
ably designed to protect the Government 
against any possible hitoh or failure in the 
proposed extension. He has served notice 
that the coupon 5 per cents shall be paid 
Aug. 12, except when the holders shall re- 
quest that they be extended at the rate 
of 34¢ per cent. This issue amounts 
to about $50,000,000, and can be easily 
paid off out of thé surplus revenues in case 
there shall be no application for extension. 
At the same tinie he serves notice that the 
same privilege of extension will be accorded 
to the registered 5 per cent bonds which are 
not yet called, provided that only 260 millions 
of the outstanding 325 millions of the regis- 
tered bonds shail be so extended, It is ex- 
pected that this limitation will operate to in- 
due the holders of the registered 5 per 
cents to request extension just the same as 
if their bonds had been actually called in 
for payment, because the exclusion of $75,- 
000,000 from the privilege of extension will 
cause all holders to hurry up their applica- 
tions in order not to be shut out from this 
privilege. HLlence the success of the entire 
scheme may be safely predicted. 

The results of Secretary Windom’s refund- 
ing operations will be, in round figures, as 
follows: The saving of all the interest on 
$75,000,000 of the 5 per cents, which will 
amount to $3,750,000 per annum; the saving 
of 2g per cent on about $200,000,000 of 6 per 
cents, or $5,000,000 per annum; and the sav- 
ing of I per cent on nearly $400,000,000 of 5 
per cents, or about $6,000,000 per annum. 
The annual interest charge will thus be re- 
duced by over $14,000,000, This will be a 
notable achievement for the first few months 
of Secretary Windom’s administration, and 
will be mueh better than anything that was 
proposed in Congress, as well as more strik- 
ing than any financiering accomplished by 
his predecessor. 

Assuming the continued succéss of the re- 
funding scheme that has now been fully out- 
lined, Congress will find when it shall meet 
next December that there will be no reason- 
able excuse for agitation of financial legisia- 
tion. If any clique of Democrats shall be 
foolish enough to raise specicus objection to 
the authority exercised by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to readjust the interest charge of 
the Government, they will discover it to be 
extremely unpopular to quibble about a sav-

The refunding 
brought about by Secretary Windom is es- 
pecially tavorable to the Government, be- 
cause it reposes in the latter the option of 
redemption, according to its own resources 
and convenience, as to about 600 millions of 
the Govergment indebtedness.

ment would not be prepared to pay, but

SPANISH REPUBLICAN TENDENCIES. 
We have already commented in these col- 
umns upon the drift of politicsin the Spanish 
Peninsula. The Portuguese Republicans, 
combining with the Conservatives, have 
seized upon the Government’s aitempt to 


latter the right of constructing a railroad 
across the Portuguese strip of territory in 
South Africa, to proclaim as a party policy a 
union with Spain in a Federal Iberian Repu 
lic, to escape the aggrandizing tendencies of 
England. They prefer Spanish union to any 
further English protection, which they fancy 
resembles the protection the fox furnished 
the hare. Sucha union may still be adream, 
as it has been for many years, but it is not 
an impossibility. No Powerin Europe has 
drifted so rapidly from absolute despotism 
towards Republicanism as Spain. Though 
stilla monarchy, itis one of the most lib- 
eral monarchies in Europe, as has been 
shown not only by its changes of policy at 
home, but in the radical reforms it has in- 
troduced in its colonies and the preparations 
it has made for emancipation in its West 
Indian Islands. 

There are also indications that the old 
Spanish-American colonies are drifting in 
the same direction, and, indeed, a dispatch 
the other day stated that a movement is tak- 
ing shape for the confederation of all the 
Spanish-American Republies. That Peru, 
Chili, and Bolivia are destined to be one great 
Republic now seems apparent. Whatever 
may be thought of the nature of the recent 
struggle between Chill and Peru, or how se- 
verely we may inveigh against the brutal and 
revolting manner in which Chili has ravaged 
and overrun Peru (Bolivia only escaping the 
same fate because it was crushed at the 
first blow), it is impossible not to 
recognize as the-outcome of the war the 
certainty of the annexation of Peru and the 
probability that itis the best thing that can 
happen to the unfortunate victim of Chili’s 
vengeanee. Peru has never had a stable 
Government. She has been at the mercy of 
Dictators and petty usurpers for years. Her 
Governments have been the outgrowths of 
revolutions, and revolutions have been al- 
most as plentiful as those in Hayti or Pana- 
ma. Her trade has been carried on by for- 
eigners. Whatever advance she has made 
has been due to Chilian enterprise, her army 
has been beneath contempt, her officials have 
been incumpetent, and her people have en- 
dured all the miseries of misrule because 
they were powerless to prevent it. A letter 
from Lima in the New York Times thus 
strongly deseribes her condition: 


Should Peru now beeome a part of Chili, or 
should it be returned t® the custody of the same 
people who have squandered every cent of its 
natural wealth they pave been able to convert 
iuto money: ueglected to render productive its 
nelds and mines; supported Chinese siavery to 
the degradation or the mixed masses of al! colors 
which torm the population; sustained armies 
for revolutionary pu and not for national 
benefit; robbed every one Wo has become its 
creditor during past years, whether abroad of 
at home; reduced the value of its paper money 
trom 100 to five cents, thereby ruluing capitalist 
and the poor man alixe, and rendering all busi- 
ness impracticable; permitted its Judges to de- 
termine when and as best pleased them all cases 
in which they had a monetary interest. while 
others would remain standing over oor after 
year; and, in fact, done more fot the injury of 
all than the seven plagues combined did for the 
Egyptians?

other Central and South American States. 
The republican tendency of the Spaniard, 
both at home and abroad, is an interesting 
study, especially that it is manifested by a 
race that in the past has been regarded as the 
most blue-blooded of Royalists and the most 
inaccessible to republican influences. It will 
be indeed strange if a Republic should be 
erected in a land that swarms with grandees 
aud nobles, that has boasted its Royal strain, 
and that has been aceustomed to regard 
Royalty as something sacred. | 


Tne bill for the prevention of drunkenness 
recently introduced in the German Reichstag 
seems to be quietly resting on the table, because 
at the time when it passed its first reading it ap- 
peared suddenly that no quorum was present. 
What will ultimately become of the bill is prob- 
lomatloal. Its provisions are mainly direc ted 
against the steadily increasing use of whisky in 
Northern Germany. Every one who is found in 
any public place in a state of intoxication so as 
to be offensive to the public will be punished by 
a fine, not exeeeding 100 marks, or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding two weéks, or both. Ifsuch 
aperson is known as an habitual drunkara, 
or if any person is frequently guilty of 
such an offense during three years, a reduc- 
tion in diet while iacareerated shall be added 
to the punishment of imprisonment. Every 
criminal get committed in a state of drunkeg- 
ness shall be punished in the same manner as 
if the accused bad transgressed the law while 
in full possession of his judgment and {feo 
will; but the punishments inflicted are re- 
duced. If capital punishment would be the 
verdict for any act committed In a state of 
drunkenness, it is commuted to imprisonment 
to the Penitentiary for no less a term than 
one year, aceotdiyg to circumstances. In all 
other cases the punishment is to be assessed 
between one-fourt of the minimum and 
one-half of the maximum of the pen- 
alty which would be inflicted upon suber 
persons having committed a similaract. Jail 
imprisonment of the same duration shall as- 
sume the place of penitentiary punishment in 
all such cases. After theexpiration of the fine 
such a person may be turned ever to the cus- 
tody and care of the police authorities, aad, if 
necessary, may be sent to a workhouse, or to an 
institution for the cure of inebriates. Every 
one shall be punished with a fine not exceeding 
100 marks, or with imprisonment not exceeding 
two weeks, who is intoxicated while performing 
any duty which requires particular attention, 
in order to prevent the occurrence of danger to 
the lite or health of any person, or danger of 
fire. These are in the main the provisions of 
the bill. 


Tue devastations of French vineyards by 
the phylloxera do not seem to affect the French 
wine industry in the least; on the contrary, the 
more vineyards are destroyed by this pestifer- 
ous insect the greater dimensions do the exports 
of wine from France assume. But the French 
are great chemists, and whut their vineyards do 
not produce, or the phylloxera destroys, they 
make up by the manufacture of artificial wine 
from glucose, potatoes, rotten appies, dried 
prunes, dates, figs, raisins, currants, and even 
red beets. And now comes Monsieur Poisson 
and informs the Botanical Society of Paris that 
the flowers of the bassia tree, when properly 
dried, are very similar to dried currants in taste, 
flavor, and proportion of saccharine matter, 
and that they form, in connection with 
water and sugar, au exeellent base for 
the manufacture of artificial wine, 
The bassia tree grows in India to a considerable 
hight, and will yield in good seasons six or 
seven hundred pounds of dried flowers. The 
extensive use by the manufacturers in France 
of spurious French wines of dried currants, rai- 


sins, dates, figs, pears, apples, red beets ete., 
nas caused such a rise in the price of these arti-

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The New Apportionment Scheme 
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Interviews with Republican and Dem- 
ocratic Politicians of Fame. 


Approximate Vote of the Four Congres- 
sidhal Districts. 


THe TRIBUNE yesterday published an account 
of the new appordonment scheme introduced at 
Springfield, and gave a detailed account of the 
proposed Congressional apportionment and a 
part of the Senatorial. In this morning's issue 
the remainder of the Senatorial apportionment 
is given. The new scheme naturally gave rise 
toa good deal of discussion yesterday among 
politicians and others, although not so much as 
will occur when the geographical and political 
changes proposed are more thoroughly 
realized. People as yet scarcely un- 
derstand the extent and character of the 
alterations which the plan will necessitate, and 
cannot therefore formulate their opinions as to 
its advisabuity. Reporters of THe TRisUNE 
called yesterday upon a number of citizens and 
questioned them in regard to the proposed law, 
eliciting their views as follows: 

WOODARD, 

a Republican of the Fourth Ward, was seen at 
Keith Bros. Mr. Woodard did not thing the bill. 
as it now stands, would be passed by the Legis- 
lature. He believed it might go through the 
Senate, but when it metthe Lower House it 
would be “sat on.” The bill did not seem 
just and fair in the apportionment, and it was 
not wise to pass the bill until Congress had 
fixed on the number of Congressmen Iilinois is 
entitied to, nor until Chicago has redistricted 
ber wards upon the present census basis. The 
division of the Fourth Ward in the Second Sen- 
atortal District apportionment was, he bel'eved, 
especially objectionabie. This was partly be- 
cause it was not fixed upon the present precinct 
lines, the precincts of the Fourth Ward being 
divided at Thirtieth street, while the Ap portion- 
ment bill fixes the division at Twenty-ninth 
street. It certainly took olf the Democratic part 
of the ward. It appeared to Mr. Woodard that 
Condee had it arranged in such a way that the 
Fourth Ward loses its power, and Hyde Park 
and the Stock-Yards element can place bim in 
power again. With the apportionment it is not 
liable to be a Republican district for a great 
while, for Hyde Park is rapidly becoming Demo- 
cratic, and the Stock- Yards is Democratic al- 
ready. Mr. Woodard's mau objections were that 
the precincts of the State and Chicago will be 
entirely different, and that the Fourth Ward is 
losing its power. 

CONGRESSMAN CHARLES B. FARWELL 
did not want to be interviewed. He had only 
looked at the Cook County District and thougut 
that the bill would bear considerable ameud- 
ment without sudering, and that the Congres- 
sional districts should ve caaaged. 

GEORGE u. BOGUE, 
Railroad Commissiouer, said that the bill re- 
quires considerable study, and as yet he had not 
been able to give it the time required. He was 
of the opiniva that the Senators know their busi- 
ness will act tor the best interests uf the 
Stute. 
ALD. EVERETT 
had not looked over the matter very much, but 
was anxious for the Lewisiature to act on the 
subject, so that Chica could rearrange its 
ward and precint. boundaries. As he thought, 
nothing ia that direction could be done until the 
Legislature bad acted. The question was, 
whether the city was to bow to the State. 
GEN. J. BLACKBURN JONES, 
of this citv,and formerly of Chester, Randolph 
County,—tbhe old Eignteeath District. where be 
was three times nominated for Congress by the 
Republicans, and refused the nominauon,—said 
that be had net looked over the Chicago part of 
the matter. but bad given the southern part of 
the State some attention. The changing in the 
Eighteenth to the proposed form of the Twea- 
tieth District would not change the Republican 
majority there, which would be about from 1,000 
to 1.500. Hie could tell soothing in any district 
witnout a close scanning of the census. 

The changing of the old Seventeenth to the 
— 22 Nineteenth District he thoaght would 
veut Bill Morrison, and the changing of the old 
Sixteenth to the proposed Eighteenth would 
beat W. A. J. J. Sparks. Gen. Blackburn seemed 
to think that both of these features were highly 
desirable. 

JOSEPH k. SMITH, 
of the Fourth Ward, anda candidate for Judge 
on the Democratic. ticket in 1880, thought the 
thing about even On the new Second Seuatorial 
District, as there was not much change, but in 
the First Congressional District the fignt would 
be much easier tor the Democrats with the pro- 
posed change. Altogether he was well é@atistied 
witb it, though he was of the opinion that there 
was considerable gerrymandering in the game. 
JOHN MATTOCKS, 
of the First Congressional District, had not read 
the bill and was not prepared to be interviewed 
on the subject. He did not know anything about 
the matter nor did he believe that a man in his 
pauity did. He did not know the boundaries of 
the First Congressional District, though be had 
run for Congress. In his opinion, only people 
who were tiguring to get ready to run for Con- 
gress or the Legislature would bother about it, 
and he was not running tor either. 
DR. L. L. HIATT, 


of Wheaton, Du Page County, and one of the 
delegates to the late State Convention, said that 
the people in his county would not like to be 
separated from the First Congressional District, 
because it was strongly Republicavu. By the 
new arrangement it appeared that the Second 
District would be neariy Democratic.

All power would thus be in the hands of a 
few West Side politicians, who would not give 
the ople a chance.

of the First Ward, was mad. He was 
going out of politica, and at once.

THE FIRE MEMORIAL. 


Organization of the Association—Adop- 
tion of By-Laws. 

The Chicago Memorial Association held its 
first meeting at the Grand Pacific last evening, 
Judge Rogers being called to the chair 
in the absence of the President. 
Among the members present were 
J. K. Edsall, Ferd Peck, Judge Bradwell, James 
Lare Allen., Charics L. Hutchinson, James 
Springer, D. L. Shorey, Albert Hayden, and E. B. 
Stevens. 

Mr. Allen read a letter from the Hon. E. B. 
Washburne, in which be said that be felt great 
interest in the objects of the Association, but 
regretted that the state of his health and his 
plans for the future would render acceptance of 
the Presideucy impossibie. 

His resignation was accepted, 

Mr. Allen also read letters from E. W. Blatch- 
ford and John B. Sherman tendering their resig- 
nation as Directors, since they had not time to 
attend to the duties of the office. 

Their resignations were accepted. 

THE BY-LAWS WERE THEN TAKEN UP 
seriatim, and adopted. The following are the 
most important sections: 

“There sball be elected a Board of Trustees, 
to consist of fifteen persons, of which number 
the Mayor of the City of Chicago sball be one 
ex-otficio; who sball bold their offices respect- 
ively for the period of six years, and until their 


successors are elected and qualitied—to-wit: At 
the first annual election in 1882 the frst class of 


‘five persons shall be elected for six years; the 


second class Of five persons, for four years; and 
the third class of four persons, for two years 


(the Mayor being the fifth, ex-officio); and all 


shall be elected at the first aunual meeting of 
the Assoviation, and at each succeeding annual 
meeting. in such vear thereafter as the term of 
each class of five shallexpire. Vacancies inthe 
Board of Directors may be filled at any annual 
or special meeting of the Association. 

The officers of the Association sbail consist of 
a Piesident, who shali be the Muyor of the City 
of Chicago, ex-officio, F.rst and Second Vice- 
President, Secretary, and ‘Treasurer, and a 
Board of thirty Directors, of which the officers 
named above (in this section) shall be members 
ex-officio, all of whom shali be elected annually, 
and shall bold their respective othees for the 
period of oue year, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. Vacancies in the 
Board of Directors shall be filled by the Board 
from members of the Association. 

The annual meeting of the Association shall 
be held ou the first Tuesday night in the mouth 
ot Muy in each year. 

The Treasurer shall, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, execute a bond to the Asso- 
ciation in the penal sum of $25,000, to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Directors, with the con- 
ditions that be will faithfully account for all 
money that may come into his hands for trans- 
mission to the Treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees, and will pay the same over every ten 
days from the date of its receipt, to said Treas- 
urer of the Board of Trustees, taki his re- 
ceipt asa voucher therefor; and will in all 
things faithfully perform the duties of bis of- 
tice as he may be directed by the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The Board of Trustees shall hold, and expend, 
ail moneys whieh shall be received frum any 
source or sources whatsoever, for the purpose of 
carrying out the object of the Association as set 
forth in the articles of incorporation; procure 
plans of building or buildings; select and secure 
the site thereof, and attend to the erection of 
the same, and have supervision and control of 
such building or buildings after they have been 
erected; provided, however, that said Board of 
Trustees suall not take any finai action relative 
to the adoption of plans for, the site of, or erec- 
tion of such building or buildings un- 
til concurred in by this Association at a meet- 
ing properly called to determine such matters, 
The Treasurer of said Board of Trustees suull 
give a bond in such sum, and subject to. such 
conditions, as said Board of Trustees shall do- 
termine; and shall pay out money only upon the 
order of the Chairman, countersigned by the 
Secretary, under such rules as saia Board of 
Trustees may determine. Such Treasurer shall 
further pay out, from time to time, such sum or 
suins of money as may be required to defray 
the necessary expenses of this Association, 
upon the order of the President (or in his in- 
ability to act, upon the order of one of the Vice- 
Presidents, in the order of their office), counter- 
signed by the Secretary; provided, that the 
Same shall be authorized by the Bourd of Di- 
rectors, duly certified upon the order or warrant. 

The Board of Directors shall have the general 
control and management of all plans and ar- 
rangements for raising money by popular sub- 
scription or otherwise, in furtherance of the ob- 
jects of the Assuciation as specified in the arti- 
cles of incorporation, subject to the by-laws and 
orders and resolutions as shall trom time totime 
be adopted by the Association. Said Board of 
Directors may expend from time to time such 
sums of money as may be necessary to further 
the object of this objection, in compliance w.th 
the by-laws, and shall elect from their number 
an Executive Committee of nine. who shail per- 
form the duties invident to such Committee sub- 
ject to the direction of the Board of Directors, 
and who shall have such powers as may be dele- 
gated to them by the Buard of Directors.

BUTLER AND THE SPOONS. 


How Gen. Twiggs’ Silver and Swords 
Came into Butler’s Possession, and 
What He Did with Them. 

Trenton (N. J.) Gazette, May 7. . 

Mr. Miller, pastor of the Warren Street 
Church, of this city, having happened upona 
statement by the correspondent of a Western 
paper purporting to explain how Gen. Butler 
acquired the unhappy fame of “a purloiner of 
silver spoons.“ sent the statement to that gen- 
tleman, and has received the subjoined acknow- 


ledgment: 

Boston, Mass, May 2, 1881.—DraR Sin: 
If you will look in Parton's Butler iu New Or- 
leans" you will find a minute and precisely ac- 
curate description of bow the Twiggs’ silver 
and swords came into my hands, it having been 
dug up, but not in Mr. Twiggs’ garden. The 
swords were very valuable, being presentation 
swords, having gold crossings and mountings 
ornamented with diamonds, one given by the 
United States to Gen. Twiggs, and the other two 
by the City of Augusta, Ga., and the State of 
Georgia, his Lirthpiace and State, for galiantry 
in the Mexican War. I sent them to President 
Lincoln with a letter, which you will also find in 
the same book. 

The next | knew of them, happening to be in 
the President's office at the White House, soon 
after President Johnson occupied it, I saw the 
three swords standing in the coruer. I inquired 
of the President's private secretary if he knew 
whose and what they were. He saia he did not; 
that they were standing there ‘when he came 
into the office, and that he did not know whom 
they Delonged to. I told him, and also told him 
their value, which be bad not appreciated be- 
fore. I then went to the Secretary of tbe Treas- 
ury and asked that the swords be taken 
sion of and locked up. He referred me to the 
Supervising Architect, Mr. Mullett, who caused 
a nice strong box to be made, which I took in 
my carriage and went tothe White House, and 
the swords were put into the box and given me, 
and as I drove back nome were taken in my 
carriage and remained in my library a day or 
two, until it was convenient for me to take them 
to the Treasury. I then took them there and 
had them deposited in the Treasury vault, and 
took a duplicate key of the box, which wes the 
ouly receipt | had for the deposit. Meantime, 
the young woman who came and made claim for 
the swords, as is told by Parton, brought suit in 
the United States Court in New York against 
me, which I, of course, defended, the swords at 
that time being deposited as I have told you. 1 
was informed that this suit would be released if 
I would recommend that they be given back to 
her. 1 declined that proposition. 1 said they 
did not belong to her, butif they belonged to 
anybody, by the Government, they belonged to 
Gen. Twiggs’ children. When the suit was 
valied for trial the claimants became non-suit. 
Thereupon they petitioned the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury for the delivery to them of the swords. 
The matter was referred to me, and I made a 
report against it. 

Afterward, on the floor of the House, Mr. Gar- 
field came to me and asked me if | would go into 
the Speaker's room and see Gen. Twiggs’ 
daughter, Mrs. Myers, the wife of Col. Myers, 
who was at one time a Quartermaster in the 
United States service, who desired some inform- 
ation about ber father’s swords. I told bim. of 
course, I would see the lady, and tell her all I 
knew about them. I met herin the presence of 
Gen. Garfield, and stated the facts to her about 
the swords, and further said that I should rec- 
ommend the Government, if called upon, to de- 
liver them to ber. 

Ithen said to ber. in substance: But you 
don't ask me about the box of family silver 
which | got at the same time with the swords. 
I understand the reason, I think, and appreciate 
the delicacy which prompts your course. You 
think it would be unpleasant for me to talk 
about that. On the contrary, you know 
I occupied, as my headquarters at New 
Orleans, your father’s house. When 1 
got the silverjl 17 it on the sideboard, 
where it had formerly stood, with the rest of the 
furniture of the house which I was using, and 
used it, as I supposed it had been used, until 1 
was relieved of my command in New Orleans in 
December, 1862, when 1 turned that over, with 
all other property under my control, belonging 
to the United States or others, with a carefuily 
itemized inventory, to the Quartermaster of my 
successor, and took his receipt for that silver 
plate aud all other found in New Orleans which 
cawe into my bands or under my control, for 
there was quite a quantity captured from dif- 
ferent gh — either in being attemptea to be 
smuggled through the pickets or otherwise, de- 
scribing in that inventory the articles by their 
marks. And I bave those inventories and re- 
ceipts in my safe tor your inspection, and will 
furnish you a copy of them wheuever you de- 
sire to — claim.”

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


The Glynn Murder Trial at Rock- 
ford Creating Great 
Interest. , 


A Jury Secured, and the Circuit 
Court Hearing the 
Case. 


A Stabbing Affray in Kansas Results 
Fatally to One of the Par- 
ticipants. 


THEGLYNN MURDER TRIAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Rockrorp, III., May 13.—The great and 
wide-famed murder trial, in which ex-Assist- 
ant Marshal George Washington Glynn is de- 
fendant, has at last been called up before 
Judge William Brown, of the Circuit Court. 
The deed was committed some time last No- 
vember, on the person of Lewis M. Webber, 
of Winnebago, while Giynn was in the dis- 
charge of his official duties, but the Grand 
Jury at the January term of court returned 
an indictment for murder. At that time bub- 
lic opinion ran high, and, in order to let this 
abate, the defense obtained a continuance 
through the non-appearance of a very impor- 
tant witness. From that time to this the affair 
has been on every tongue,—so much so that 
one‘of the city clergy devoted a good part of a 
Sabbath evening's discourse to Mr. Glynn’s 
defense. It has been the general impres- 
sion throughout that when the matter finally 
did come to trial great difficulty would be 
experienced in selecting an unbiased and 
competent jury. This idea proved to be the 
exact state of affairs, for nearly three days 
were consumed in examining and hunting up 
twelve men who were willing to swear that 


— could try the case according to the law 
and the evidence. At the end of this time 
the following persons were selected: Seth 
Jenkins, G. . Brown, W. L. Harbeson, 
Levi E. Card, George Letts, E. C. Marsales, 
Theodore Sargent, William Wales, II. C. 
Clark, John Alison, Mahlon Case, and E. J. 
Ward. During the time occupied in select- 
the jury defendant Glynn showed signs of 
nervousness, and could not sit still, but 
paced the floor of the court-room, now and 
then dropping a word or two in the ears of 
thé newspaper men, endeavoring to feel 
through them the condition of the public 
pulse, while bis wife appears on the scene, ap- 
parently anxious to render all the assistance 
possible, if only by her presence she could en- 
courage him. Mrs. Glynn is a sensible-appear- 
ing although not specially attractive woman, 
and is evidentiy Mr. Giynn’s senior by many 
years. The prosecution is conducted by State's- 
Attorney C. A. Works, while the Hon. William 
Lathrop is managing the defense. There are 
some forty witnesses to be examined, which 
work is now progressing. The evidence thus far 
shows that the deceased, Webber, came to Rock- 
ford, and became intoxicated and made himseif 
obnoxious,—6o0 much so that Giynn, as Marshal, 
attempted to arrest bim. Webber resisted, and 
Giyna struck him a biow with his billy over the 
head. After having his examination he went 
home on the night train, and, according to the 
testimony of his wife. acted moreasif he was 
and did not sleep half an hour 
Early the next morn- 

880, Dr. R. Sager, the 
Ceunty Physician, visited Webber's buuse and 
found him in a very low condition. He died 
that afternoon. A post-mortem examination 
was beid. and Dr. Sager gave the following as 
the result: “We first saw a slight abrasion on 
the frontal bone, and on removing the cap of 
the skuli found a clot of blood near the fracture, 
and the vessels of the brain were congested. 
This fracture was certainly sufficient. to cause 
deuth. It is understood that the prosecution 
will introduce teatimony further on in the case 
to show that an unfriendly feeling had long ex- 
isted between Giynn and Webber, owing to some 
misunderstanding several years ago, and that 
he struck the blow out of revenge. It seems to 
be the general impression that Giynna never 
meant to kill him: but, while he is given the 
benefit of this doubt, it is acknowledged by all 
that he outstepped his official capacity. The 
case is attracting considerable attention.

ESCAPE OF A MURDERESS.

A SKIN GAME. 


The Attention of the Police Is Re- 
quested. 

Residents of the West Division, particularly 
those living in the vicinity of the corner of 
West Madison and Halsted streets, have of late 
been pestered by a shower of small and 
cheap business-cards, advertising a so-called 
“club-house” at Room 2James House. No. 1% 
West Madison street. Business and residence 
houses and even sanctuaries had been invaded 
by the distributors of these cards, which, 
apart from the ordinary advertisement 
borne upon their face, bore an arrangement 
of figures calculated to mystify a citizen not 
thoroughly posted as to the games of the festive 
sporting man. Surmising that the peculiarly ar- 
ranged figures contained some hidden adver- 


tisement of a certain game “favored” 
by the proprietors of the house, a 
reporter of the TRIBUNE sought last 


night to ascertain 2 the meaning of the 
mystic symbols, but to the character of the 
institution issuing such a bare-faced adver- 
tisement of a business which bas no rights that 
the law is bound to respect. Several prominent 
men in sporting circles were shown 
copies of the objectionable cards in 
uestion. They one and all tumbled imme- 
iately to the fact that the proprietors of the 
club-rooms were attempting to set before the 
public the pecuniary benefits to be derived from 
an intimate association with — pastime 
known as “Engiish Hazard.“ The public 
does not believe that Mayor Harrison's tolera- 
tion ot gambling in its multifarious forms ex- 
tends to a public advertisement of the business, 
particularly when suck advertisement emanates 
from a house known to be “on the skin.“ This 
club-room at the James Hotel is run 
by two men, Hugh Dunn and Dyer“ Smith. 
The last named derives his nickname m the 
chronically dirty condition of his hands, which 
always look as though he had been engaged in 
dyeing. Dunn, about four months ago, 
was “pulled” from the Lapierre House, at 
the corner of Halsted and Washington streets, 
for running what is commonly known as a skin 
game. His partner in the preseut veature is 
none the better man of the two. The building 
in which their rooms are located is one of the 
worst in the city, both as regards the kind of 
the practices therein permitted and the char- 
acter of the patrons. The whole outfit is re- 
spectfully consigned to the notice of the police. 


ARRESTED FOR STEALING. 
Katie Walsh, who has lately been employed as 
a scrubbing- woman at No. 111 Dearborn aveuue, 
was arrested yesterday on complaint of Sdéphia 
Thompson, a servant at the same house, who 
accuses her of the theft of a gold ring and sev- 
eral other less valuable trinkets.

Two Sides to the Switchmen’s 
Strikes—The Managers and 
the Merchants. 


The Former Say There Is No In- 
convenience—The Latter 
Complain Bitterly. 


Practical Union of the Oregon and 
Northern Pacific Roads. 


THE SWITCHMEN’S STRIKE. 

Another day has gone dy and left behind it 
nothing to relieve the monotonous sameness 
which has so long characterized the switch- 
men’s strike, and it is entirely in order to 
again lug in the stereotyped phrase which 
has already been made to do such good 
service in the premises— no change in the 
situation.” Indeed, about all there is to say 
regarding the strike was said on the day 
following the importation of {road- 
men to take the place of the “out” switch- 
men, and was said the next day, and so on. 
The strike has taken on a somewhat anoma- 
lous condition. There is a strike, and yet 
there is not a strike. So far as the orizinal 
switehmen are concerned, the strike is in 
just as full force as it ever was, but so far as 
the roads are concerned the strike is 
ended, or about ended; the men who 
struck are still loafing, holding meet- 
ings, getting no money, and probably 
living on credit, but the work which 
they left is being done by the road-men, so 
that it is now only half a strike, the burden 
of which is borne almost entirely by the 
strikers. To use the words of General- 
Superintendent Jeffery, of the IIlinois Cen- 
tral, “the strikers have got badly left.” 
They quit work, and thought that this would 
80 interfere with traffic that the companies 
would be forced to accede to their demands, 
but the companies got other men from 
along the road to take the places of the 
outs.“ and now whatcan the latter do about 
it? They are too much afraid of the police, 
since that oder of Chief MeGarigle, to inter- 
fere with the new men to any appreciable ex- 


tent, and itis said that nine-tenths of them 
wish the strike had never been inau- 
gurated, and are willing now to re- 
sume work at terms offered by the 
companies, but are afraid of incurring 
the displeasure of the “leaders.” Yesterday 
a uumber of the strikers trum the Rock Island 
indicated to the Yardmaster at Twelfth street 
their willingness to renew work. but there was 
no regular offer of services, and consequentiy 
no arrangemeut made. President Riddle, of 
this road, suid he looked for ali the old men to 
resume work in a day or two. 

The Chicago & Aiton people still adhere to 
their determination not to give employment to 
the strikers aguin under any circumstan- 
ces. The IIIinois Central people say 
they are willmg to empioy any ot the strikers 
who will agree hereafter to enter into no com- 
binations or unions. The Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Road brought in twenty new road- 
men yesterday morning, and the Wabash also 
gota fresh instailment of improvised switch- 
men. The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy peo- 
ple say that not only their road, but all the 
roads, are making calculations to get along 
without r any of the old 
men at all, ut this does not 
agree with what was said by the Michigan Cen- 


stated, the Lilinois Central will take back uon- 
Union men, and the Michigan, Central people 
said yesterday that, inasmuch as their strikers 
bad acted quietly, they might go to work when- 
ever they saw fit to do so,—at the Company's 
standing offer, of course. The roads ocom- 
plaingd of most as being unable to 
handle merchandise seem to be the Lake 
Shore and the Fort Wayne, although why this 
is so does not appear. The officials of these 
roads deny that they are seriously tnconveni- 
enced, and there is certainly no further inter- 
ference met with by the new men from the 
strikers on any of the roads. The strikers keep 
away from the yards almost entirely, and so 
cannot bulldoze the new men except when they 
lad them off duty, ana then only with gab.” 

There is another very singular feature about 
the switchmen’s strike, and that is as to the 
question, How much are the roads really incon- 
venienced by it? The officers of neariy every 
one of the roads say that they have all the 
switchmen now that they need. and yet the 
merehants of the city — declare that 
merchandise and freight generally is allowed to 
remain dead. To illustrate the situation as it 
would appear from the statements of different 
officials, a few of these statements, made yes- 
terday, are here given: ; 

General Superintendent Jeffery, of the Illinois 
Central, said: “We are doing our business 
‘snug up.’ I refused employment to six switch- 
meu yesterday because we bad no need of any 
more.“ 

Mr. C. L. Rising, General Agent of the Freight 
Department of the Wabash, said: We have all 
the men we need, and even do not have work 
enough to crowd them; could handle fifty more 
cars of merchandise a day than we do.“ 

Superintendent Wood, of thé Chicago & Alton, 
said: “Eversthi is running now as smoothly 
as possible. The Eastern roads cannot carry 
ireight fast enough for us, but our road handles 
all that it ie asked to.“ 

Assistant General Freight Agent Mackay, of 
the Michigan Central, said: “ We are very littie 
inconvenienced by the strike now.“ 

President Riddle, of the Rock Island, said: 
» Everything is running along all right; no more 
bother at ali.” 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy: “ We are 
dom a full business.“ 

Here is another side of the case: 

Marshall Field & Co. say that they have orders 
coming in every day that cannot be filled be- 
cause of the strike.and that they have forty 
cars of merchandise side-tracked now, when 
they bad only twenty a week ago. 

J. V. Farwell & Co. say that they get twenty 
letters every day complaining that goods are de- 
layed too long on the road; country customers 
threaten not to receive the goods because of 
their arriving too late to be in seuson. 

A rumber of retail dry-goods firms complain 
that spring stock ordered from the East has 
been so long on the road that when it gets here 
it will be too late for the trade, thousands of 
dollars being thus lost; and from the Board of 
Trade comes the wail that tatoes are allowed 
to sprout ou the road, so slow is the journey, 
and that corn and grain generally is side-tracked 
80 much that it gets damaged by the beat and 
wet, and cannot be sold for much more than 
enough to pay treight expenses, 

Some half a dozen strikers went to work in 
the Lake Store yards at noon yesterday. 

The Grand Trunk people say they sent fifteen 
roundmen back to their homes yesterday, there 
not being work enough for them here. 

The Lake Shore Road was the only one that 
would admit yesterday that it had more accu- 
mulated freight than it couid handle. 

Yesterday was pay-day at the Michigan Cen- 
tral, but the strikers did not come for their 
„time.“ 

It was rumored that the brakemen of the 
Northwestern and Milwaukee & St. Paul Roads 
would strike yesterday, their petition for au in- 
crease not having been answered yet, but the 
strike did not come off. 

General Superintendent Jeffery, of the IIIi- 
nois Central, says the roadmen are learning the 
switchmen's work very fast, but the regular 
switchmen say that one of their number can do 
as much work as a dozen “scabs.” 

It is said that a number of merchants intend 

suing the railroad companies for loss sustained 
by reason of delayed freight. 

Notwithstanding the rain, a large number of 
switchmen assembled inthe Workingmen’s Hail 
lust night. Theit reports do not vary much from 

those of last or any other night. have

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ALBRIGHT’S CASE. 


A WORD OF EXPLANATION. 

A TRIBUNE reporter met Commissioner Al- 
bricht yesterday afternoon and questioned him 
about his little differences with the Twelfth 
Ward Kepublican Club. The “turning over” 
that ne received at the hands of the Club at the 
meeting in Owsley Hail Thursday evening was 
something of a surprise to Mr. Albriaht's 
friends, und his explauuuon of the affair may be 
of some interest. 

He said he preferred to begin at the beginning 
and tell bow the trouble existing between bim 
and the Club bad arisen. Before the late ro- 
organization of the body, there bad been con- 
siderable electionecring. in the ward over the 
Ciub offices, and, without bis knowledge, a 
meeting nad been called at bis bouse for the 
purpose of making upa ticket to be voted for 
at the Club elecuon. Tais meeting bad been 
heid, good wen nominated, and the voters at the 
west end of the wurd had pledged themselves to 
work for the success of the ticket. 

In this ward there was an element known as 
the * Post-Office gang. and they had also or- 
ganized with a view of capturing the Club atthe 
election. ‘The leaders of this element were 
Aleck White, H. C. Bennett, George Buckley. 
Mr. Baldwin, a defeated candidate for Alder- 
man, and Montgomery, and Henshaw. By hard 
work they succeeded in carrying the day and 
electing their men tooffice, thereby gaining con- 
trot of the Ciub. After this election they made 
— their intention of making it bot for Al- 

right.“ and compeil.ing bim to render to the 
Club an account for the campaign fund. They 
openly accused him of using che money to run 
Joe Everett's cumpaign at the primary, — 
they said that they intended to make hi 
smart for it. 

Mr. Albright stated that be had received a 
check for $250 from the Campaign Committee to 
run the campaign in the Twelfth Ward, and that 
be had speut 8180 of this, keeping a strict ac- 
count of the way in Which it bad been disposed 
of, leaving $70 in his bands after the election. 
The Club was bound he sbould render his ac- 
count to it, and be thought it’ his duty to turn 
his accounts over to the Campaign Committee, 
which gave him the fund originally, and be had 
made known his determination to the Club on 
the night officers were elected. Since then Mr. 
Albright said be had called at Mr. Lawrenco’s 
oflice several times, Mr. Lawrence being the 
Campaign Committee's Treasurer. to turn over 
the money he had on hand. He had finally found 
him, and had turned over to him 670 in cash, for 
which he held a receipt. A meeting of the Cam- 

alen Committee bad been heid at the County 
ospital, and his accounts bad been approved 

in regard to the carriage bill that was ques- 
tioned in the Club meeting Thursday night Mr. 
Albright stated that he had hired taree car- 
riages and two buggies from Mr. Morse on the 
day of the election, and had paid him $5 at one 
time and $25 at anocher, making $3 in all. Mr. 
Morse would not deny that be bad paid this ac- 
count. The Campaign Committee had used tbe 
livery office as a heudquarters, and part of this 
money had been for the use of the office. The

They 
also desired bim to render an account to the 
Club in order that they might get the $70 bai- 
ance of the campuign fund to run the Club in 
the future. Mr. Albrignt said be did not be- 
lieve the howlings of these soreheads would 
burt him in the least.

TELEGRAPHIC ABSORPTION 
THE NORTHWESTERN COMPANY TO BE TAKEN IN. 

As was stated in THe TRIBUNE the other day, 
the Western Union is about to absorb the North- 
western Telegraph Company. The latter was 
organized about twenty-Uve years ago by a few 
geutlemen who have retained control of it ever 
since. The territory occupied by them is north 
of Milwaukee and Janesville, in Wisconsin, their 
lines extending throughout that section of the 
State, the Michigan Peninsula, the whole of Min- 
nesota, and into Dakota as far as the Missouri 
River, connecting with Manitoba. They have 
about 15.00 miles of wire, aud io the neighbvor- 
hood of 800 offices. The Western Union 
bas been trying for years past to wget 
bid of these lines, but would not 
ugree to the Northwestern Company's terms. 
Within the last two moaths, however, fresb ne- 
gotiadions were opened, and an understand ug 
reached. The detaiis are a secret. and aii that 
is Known is that the Western Union bas secured 
a perpetual lease of the wires and will take pos- 
session July 1. They cannot be bougut, on ac- 
count of tue Wisconsin law. The business rela- 
tions of the two corpurations have always been 
intimate, a Contract existing between them, but 
there bus been much compiaint on the purt of 
Now that the Nortuvestern 
is to become 4 part of the 
Western Union system tbings ill run 
smoothly. There will be no more transferring 
of bus: aess, but messages will be checked and 
sent direct to their destination. Mr. Simmons. 
of Kenosha, is President of the Northwestern, 
H. B. Hinsdale Secresary and Treasurer, aud C. 
H. Haskins General Superintendent. Ali will 
probably retire, but as to the new managers 
nothing can be learned at present.

BLOW AND BAD WORK. 

The complaints of the tardiness of the street 
cleaners keep pouring into the Department of 
Public Works. A new batch was received yes- 
terday in regard to the central business section. 
The contractors seem to be unfitted for the 
work, or else they are wantonly regardless of 
public feeling or sentiment. The people are 
getting tired of filthy streets, and if they are 
not cleaned pretty soon some more emphatic 
action will be takea. Ihe time for cleaning all 
the streets for which contracts were let 
expires to-day, and not one of the 
contractors will be able to say 
that his work is done. Some will be done by 
Tuesday, and others expect to get through by 
Thursday hext. The contractor who bas Dis- 
trict No. 2, from and inciuding Adams street 
soutb to Harrison, east to the lake, and west to 
the river, has been exceediugly slow, and com- 
plaints are numerous. The Commisswner of 
Public Works yesterday threatened to annul 
some of the coutracts unless the work was more 
prom ptiy done. To say nothing of the weston A 
the work all through bas been very siovenly 
done by many of the coatractwors, 

THE REGULAR CLEANING. 

The Commissioner of Public Works yesterday 
morning opened the bids for cleaning the streets 
for the eusuing veur. ge | were as follows: 
John McHugh, $240 per mile; D. H. Keyes, 
$33: C. T. Korchkiss, $34; Carston Blohm, $24.50: 
William C. Waish, $35,—bhe proposed to do ail 
the cleaning at night; J. S. Cooper, $28.90; J. 
M. Garrick, $26.70. The contract was notaward- 
ed, but it will probably go to Carstoa Bilohm, as 
he is the lowest bidder, provided he can furnish 
the requisit security fur a faithful performance 
of the work. The specifications do not state 
how often tbe streets shail be cleaned, 
and this will be governed entirely by the limits 
of the appropriation. They provide, however, 
that all sweeping by machinery shall be done 
atterS8o'ciock in the eveum until Oct. 1, when 
it may commence after 7 o clock. The dirt 
must be removed before 5 o'clock in the morning. 

The city will furnish no dumping-grounds, and 
no dirt will be allowed to be dumped upon any 
street, alley. or public ground in ihe three di- 
visions of the city without the written permis- 
sion of the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Tue fact that the city has no dumping-yground, 
and the sweepings have to be huuled at least 
five miles, cuuses the great cost of the street- 
cleaning. What the city should have, and sadly 
needs, esa dump-buat that could be towed out 
in the lake and the stuff dropped. 


POLYGAMOUS HOEFLER. 
WIFE NO. 1.

Upon their arrival here Tuursday 
night, Mrs. Hoetier was both grieved and shocked 
ut having ber busband met and welcomed by the 
very paramour whose charms had worked such 
a seductive spell upon him and made their bome 
desolate. Hoefer ordered a carriage, and the 
whole party drove to 23 Harrison street, where 
be had rented rooms. Arrived there, the sorrow- 
stricken Mrs. Hoetler refused to leave the car- 
riage and enter the house in any such 
company. She was told she could come 
in or not, as she pleased, the husband 
having already disappeared within carrying ber 
checks, the superfiuous woman following with 
the baby. As it was too lute to take any legal 
steps, Mrs. Hoefier was driven back to the depot, 
near which she and her young son found a 
cheap hotel and spent the night. lu the morn- 
ing she lodged the complaint as stated. Ser gt.

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THE BRIDGES. 
SOME INFORMATION ABOUT THEIR CONDITION. 

A TRIBUNE reporter had quite a talk yesterday 
moroing with Capt. MeKay, the Superintendent 

of Bridges, in regard to the condition of the 
structures at the present time. “No one 
knows,” said the Captain, “how much the trafo 
over our bridges has increased within che last 
five years. The great trouble does not lie in the 
number of bridges we have but in their main- 
tenance,—the keeping in repair. There is not a 
day passes but sometbt has to be done in the 
way of ropairs to our bridges. And then, again, 
vessels will run into them, no matter how care- 
ful our men may be.“ 

„How about the doubie bridge to be built at 
Lake street? 

“ That is one of the talked-of matte It is a 
thing of the future. But, regurdless of that, we 
must soon have them all of that kind, worked by 
steam. Our present system is primitive and 
slow. Double-bridges will soon be the thing. or, 
we must abandon the river altugetber. I think 
the latter will have to be done, and a vast sewer 
made of the rivers, solidiy built over. There 
would be no necessity of runuing the sewerage 
into the lake, it could be worked uway by pumps 
to other points. But of this | will not speak, as 
it is not in my lin.“ 

“But what are you going to do with Lake 
street bridge so asto putit into condition fur 
the new street-car tracks?"’

In fact. there 
is an outrage bere. The soutbeast course of the 
appronch bas never been condemned by the city, 
and the owner has erected a platform, so that 
the bridge can be turned but one way. At the 
northeast corner there is a vessel loading. 
Whenever a vessel is being loaded here the 
bridge has to be kept closed. as the boom of the 
vessel will come into co wt with it. Tais 
bridge, however. bas beeu closed tor a month 
past to teams, Dut open to foot-passengers, bo- 
cuuse of a rebuilding of the viaduct.”

A TRIAL OF THE VAN DEPOELE SYSTEM. 

An exbibition of the Van Depoele electric 
light was given at 255 South Canal street last 
night.

The great consid- 
eration in electric lighting is the quantity of 
power required to generate a given amount of 
electricity. and in this machine it is claimed 
to have been reduced to a minimum.

The professional archeologist will prob- 
ably enjoy the first part of this work better 
than the second. With the general reader 
the opposit result will probably be reached. 
But both the student and the general reader 
will ünd the book interesting and instructive 
reading and gifted with a peculiar charm of 
| style and language which will make him re- 
gret that Dr. Mitchell did not go a little 
further in his theories, and carry 
out somewhat more definitly the 
conclusions he has evideutly reached. 
Of the first lecture, treating the whorl’ and 
spindle. e Kuockin’ Stane” and mallet, 
itmay be summed up in this: Dr. Mitchell 
thinks it a mistake to attribute the rise of an 
inferior method toa lawer grade of civiliza- 
tion, even when superior methods are known 
and employed at the same time. And he also 
makes the point—applied particularly to the 
case of spinning—that inferior and ruder 
forms do not necessarily imply priority of 
time. The second lecture leads to the same 
inferences in connection with a larger variety 
of similar objects. The other lectures are 
examinations of other objects, as the Black“ 
and “ Bee-hive’’ houses of the Hebrides; 
cave dwellings, which are inhabited to-day: 
cairns and violins; scythes and one-stilted ”’ 
plows; wheelless carts, tinder-boxes, steel- 
yards, etc., and in the last lecture are consid- 
ered several vid but still existent superstitions 
The point Dr. Mitchell makes from his con- 
sideration of these various objects and facts 
has been already indicated. He seeks to im- 
press upon his readers the idea that the cur- 
rent classification of antiquities for instance 
does not mark points of time, nor necessari- 
ly indicate successive stages of culture. 
What seems abnormal when found existing 
now may also have been abnormal at the pe- 
riod from which it dates its origin. 80 that 
no theory can rightfully be formulated on a 
supposition that discoveries now made of pre- 
existing objects cover the constant and nor- 
mal use of the things found. The Scotch 
tinkers living in caves and destitute of any 
sense of decency to-day seem to us something 
unnatural or“ abnormal.“ as the Doctor puts 
it. But why may not the “cave dwellers”’ 
who inhabited the Bee houses and the 
“cairns” have been equaily “abnormal” to 
the civilizauon about them? 

In the second course of lectures the author 
defines “civilization” as being “nothing 
more thana complicated outcome of a war 
waged with Nature by man in society to pre- 
vent her from putting into execution in his 
case her law of Natural Selection. All men 
—everywhere and in all stages of progress— 
from states of very low to states of very 
high civilization—are banded together, weak- 
ly or powerfully, to fight this fight, and the 
measure of success which attends the strug- 
le of each band or association so engaged 
s the measure of civilization it has at- 
tuined. ”’ And in this eonnection Mr. 
Mitchell enunciates his doctrine of the sur- 
vival of the “unfittest’’ as well as of the 
“fittest.”’ Man is not influenced by the 
law of natural selection as are the brutes, 
but forms combinations to defeat the law, 
and “the most ancient man of whom 
as yet we know anything does 
not seem to have been inferior, either physic- 
ally or intellectually, to the latest and most 
highly civilized.” And finally the writer 
considers the effect of religious beliefs upon 
civilization, and is apparently of the opinion 
that a universal faith is essential to the de- 
velopment of the highest form of civilization.

MANUELA PAREDES, 
This latest number of the No-Name series 
of novels is fully up to the average of merit. 
The author has, perhaps, no great experience 
in novel-writing, but has some of the quailili- 
eations for success in that kind of work. 
Her invention is remarkably fertile, and her 
management of details often skillful. She 
errs if at all in crowding the narrative with 
too many incidents, and pouring into one 
volume the “stock” for half-a-dozen. A 
more prudent or a more parsimonious writer 
would have kept the story at least on one 
side of the Aflantic Ocean, and would have 
made it more specifically either a study of 
character and of manners, or a development 
of intrigue. But the comprehensive plan of 
the book will not be a blemish in the opinion 
of most readers of novels, and to them in the 
last resort must be left the judgment on all 
works of this school. 
It would be doing injustice to the laborious 
efforts ot the writer to set forth even in skel- 
eton the outlines of the story. Suffice it to 
say that there isan unusual degree of good- 
ness distributed among the characters, there 
being but one villain, and his duties are of 
the most superfiuous kind. There is a pious 
character who deserted her husband and 
child some twenty-five years before the story 
opens, and seeks to reclaim the latter in the 
course of events. The terms of familiar in- 
timacy on which she associates with her 
former husband’s new family may be a little 
out of the ordinary, but it would doubtless 
save trouble for all other families placed in 
that trying situation to behave with the same 
exemplary forbearance—if they can. 
While we cannot commend “ Manuela 
Paredes ”’ as belonging to the highest order of 
fiction, or as being the best specimen of its 
kind, we can bespeak for it the kindly atten- 
tion of the public. Fora first work it cer- 
tainly has very unusual merit.

This morning occurred the principal event 
of the cosmopolitan art year. The Paris 
Salon was opened to the public. Though 
heretofore under the direction of the French 
Minister of Fine Arts, who appointed one- 
third of the jury of admission, the great an- 
nual display of new paintings, sculptures, en- 
gravings, drawings and other works by artists 
in every quarter of the globe is this year cou- 
trolled exclusively by the artists themselves, 
who elected a Committee of Direction and 
contributed $40,000 to meet its expenses. 
This Committee has caused to be hung only 
2.448 of the 9,000 oil paintings offered—last 
year 4,000 were hung—and has subjected to 
examination even the contributions whicl 
under the former regulations, were exemp 
from serutiny. Ithas also put Frenchmen 
and foreigners side by side, just as the two 
last Hanging Committees at the Metropolivan 
Museum have dealt with Americans and for- 
eigners. Dissatisfaction among the rejected 
contributors is, of course, as lively as ever, 
but in no way militates against what seems 
to be the exceptional success of the present 
exhibition. In addition to the 2,448 oil paint- 
ings are 1,111 water-colors, pencil-drawings, 
and so on, 807 sculptures, and 576 engravings 
amd architectural designs.

It has often been said that the most im- 
portant invention ever made is that of alfa- | 
betic writing. Before that invention men 
used to draw pictures for writing, or make 
other signs of objects or thoughts, and there 
wer as may different signs as there wer 
words in the writing. The lerned wer al 
their lives lerning to read. It is now so in 
Chinese. The invention of alfabetic writing 
. consisted in writing signs for the sounds of | 
spoken language. Theelementarysounds ar 
few in any language, thirty to fifty at most, 
and may be lernd in a few hours. This saves 
the labor of a lifetime. 
two languages, one spoken and one written, 
with no helpful connection between them ; 
each has to be lernd by itself. Where the

The Vermonters having declared tneimin- 
dependence and adopted a constitution, de- 
sired to join the Union. But, although at 
Bennington, Saratoga, Ticonderoga, and 
elsewhere, they had abundantly proved 
their patriotism with their blood, they 
found Congress unwilling to listen Ww 
their request. The reason was because 
the representatives of New Hampshire, 
New York, and Massachusetts were inter- 
ested in securing the territory for their own 
States. : 

It was not until Ethan Allen in despair 
and anger began to listen to overtures from 
the Canadians of conféderation with them, 
that Con . fearing that the British might 
convert Vermont into a wedge to divide our 
Northern frontier, at length admitted her 
Into the Union in 1791. Notwithstanding the 
indifference of the General Government to 
Vermont, she has always been enthusiast- 
ically loyal. At the late election less than 
one third of the entire vote was Democratic. 

From the first the disposition ot the ple 
has been extraordinarily non-sectional. ‘To 
such an extent is this carried at the present 
time that one never hears a Vermonter speak 
with any enthusiasm of his own State. Naturally, 
one would expect that the muititude of Ver- 
monters who have gone forth into every corner 
of the land would have carried with them the 
fame of the erquisit beauty they left behind 
them, and the thrift and orderliness of the popu- 
lation. But they are, for the most part, more 
like step-children than reul sons. ey study 
the geography behind their buge hills, deter- 
mined to climb over them and be off, as soon as 
nee are grown, and very few ever return to re- 
maln. 


With regard to the resources of Vermont, they 
are chiefly agricultural, though there are a few 
at manufacturing interests, besides others of 
note, and also the marbie industry of Hut- 
land County. There are six varieties of marbie 
quarried in Vermont, some of them of exquisit 
beauty, and there are vast deposits of lime- 
stone yet untouched. ‘here is four times the 
water- power that is obtainable in Massachusetts, 
and the State is everywhere intersected with 
railroads forming direct connections with Bos- 
ton, New York, Montreal, and Chicago. The 
present population of the State is about 50,000, 
yeta million people coulda easily be supported. 
as the average quality of the soil is productive, 
only needing more capital and improved meth- 
oda to yield excellent harvests. As it is, lam 
informed that the general yield of the land com- 
pares very favorably with that of much of the 
soil in the West. Vermont produces more sugar 
than any State inthe Union exoept Louisiana. 
This is of course maple sugar, aud last year the 
roduct was 17,000 tons. This year the crop has 
en unprecedentedly large. The finer grades 
of maple sugar often seli for 20 cents per pound. 
I have seen maple sugar which for color, doli- 
cacy of grain, and aroma was equal to the best 
French confecuons. But this deyrve of perfec-

THE GREAT INTEREST OF VERMONT 
lies mainly in the dairy business. Some of the 
best butter and cheese in the country is manu- 
factured bere, and much attention is paid to the 
breeding of improved stock. Sheep-husbandry 
was formerly muchin vogue, but of late years 
has been somewhat depressed, so that last year 
our manufacturers had to import a good deal of 
wool. The rolling hillsides of Vermont produce 
most nutritious grasses, which are said to give a 
uliarly rich Havor to the products of the 
dairy. The climate here is severe, though that 
is the only fault, for we do not have the fright- 
ful storm, tornadoes, and floods that devastate 
% West, and forest tires are not frequent, 
ere is no malaria, and epidemics are rare. 
Thus it will be seen that Vermont cuntains 


Vermonters have made their most remarkable 
successes, especialiy in railways and hotels. 
Manyof the most eminent hotel-keepers iu the 
country went from here, the most noted being 
the late Paran Stevens. At present the Panama 
HKallroad is in the hands of Trevor Park, of Ben- 
nington. while the North Pacific was not only 
largely projected by Vermonters. but is bow 
presided over-ty Frederick Billings, of Wood- 
stock. The Fairbanks, of St. Johnsburg. 
now make scales for all the world, and 
I suppose ere long the Esteys, ot Brattic- 
boro will send their organs everywhere. The 
shuepegs of Arlington go to Germany, and the 
cheeses of Rupert to Switzerland. Buriingwa's 
lumber-yard is rhe third in point of extent in 
the Uuion. The business of the Vermont Cen- 
tral Railroad is now so larxe that 800 freight-cars 
were sent through St. Albans in one day last 
autumn. Last, but not teast, must be noted the 
behavior of the Vermont troops througbout the 
War. Everywhere they went they fought with 
a courage which insured their always having the 
hardest of the work to do. Close up the ranks, 
and put the Vermonters in front.“ was a favorit 
saying with Gen. Meade. 

Thus it appears that wherever work is to be 
dove the Vermonter is in bis right place. What 
he lacks to complete his character is to realize 
the value of all those elevating arts, those gra- 
cious social institutions and generous impulses 
which will make bim a mau to be loved and ro- 
vered, rather than a mere busiuess- machine.

PRIVATE SOLDIERS. 


Some Timely Words in Behalf of the 
Mien Who Did the Fighting. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaco, May 13.—I have read with care 
and interest all the little disputes about the 
battle at Shiloh and the cruel death of Gen. 
Nelson, and the etceteras hinging thereon, 
but I was struck with amazement this morn- 
ing when I readin Tur TRIBUNE a commu- 
nication, taken from a Cincinnati paper, 
which recognized the fact that there were a 
few private soldiers at Shiloh who took 
pert in that battle and were in some 
measure responsible for the weal or 
wo of that day. This is the first reference 
I have seen for along time to the fact that 
private soldiers had asharein the suppres- 
sion of the Rebellion. I speak in no croak- 
ing spirit, but I seriously mention a humill- 
ating fact when I say that this country has 
not done justice to the private soldiers of the 
late War. ‘The country to-day abounds in 
Generals, Colonels, Majors. and Captains, 
who are ever ready to show their epaulets or 


their scars, but the private soldiers have | 


all disappeared, save and except one, 
Private Dalzell, whose talents, ener- 
gies, and patriotism might have given him a 
seat in Congress or the Senate had he not 
been so unfortunate as to have been a private 
sSldier in the late War. Nowhere iu the an- 
nals of our country do I see any special 
marks of favor or recognition of the private 
soldiers, but, on the contrary, there appears 
to be a perverted pubiic sentiment which 
looks with disdain and coutempt upon an 
individual who served his country in the 
late War as a private. The tommon 
impression fs that he don’t amount 
to much or he would have distingulshed him- 


self; and this brings me to consider the oft-re- 
peated statement concerning some shoulder- 


that many were being recruited, and the exact 
number could not then be told.

Said Gen. Davis: The exigencies of the war 
are so great, the excitement attending a vast 
urmy in this city is so intense, that personal 
troubles sbould be surrendered for public good, 
and | shall let the matter pass.” 

Thus spoke the patriotic soldier, the soles of 
whose boots had been torn from dis feet by the 
shelis of the enemy while be and his gallant 
comrades were natutalulng his couutry’s honor 
within the walls of Fort Sumter. The next 
worning the Louisville papers were filled with 
extracts from the Cincinnati papers, giving va- 
rious accounts of the insult olfered Gen. Davis 
by Gen. Nelson. Gen. Davis’ division having re- 
turned to Louisville, bis officers and soldiers 
were justly indignant at the unprovoked insuit 
given their commander. 

Notwithstanding the immediate presence of 
the Kebel army, and the excitement of the 
hour, the insult was in the mouth of every 801 
dier and ooo in the Grand Army. The very 
centre of this talk was at the Galt House, which 
was the headquarters of the Commanding Gen- 
ernls. Of course Gen. Davis felt that some ac- 
thon on his part was expected now that the mat- 
ter had assumed such proportions. ‘The insult 
he considered no longer an individual one, but 
through him every soidier and officer of bis di- 
vision bad been insulted. Gov. Morton, of Indi- 
ana. met the Grand Army at Louisville, and was 
at the Galt House tnat eventful morning of 
Sept. 52: 1862. What conversation between 
Gov. Morton and Gen. Davis was had is 
not kaown, but it is evident that 
Gov. Morton felt that the soldter⸗ 
of nis State had been iasulted through 
Gen. Davis. About 10 o'clock of the above day 
Gov. Morton and Gen. Nelson were engaged in a 
conversation in the Exchange of the Galt House, 
Gen. Nelson standing with his back ayuinst the 
short counter ou which the register of guests 
lay. 

Gen. Davis approached and said: “Gov. Mor- 
ton, I desire you to listen to a conversation be- 
tween Gen. Nelson and myself.“ Davia then 
said to Nelson: Gen. Nelson, I desire you to 
give me, in the presence of Gov. Morton, an ex- 
planation of the insulting remarks used by you 
to me, in your room a few days since.” 

Gen. Neison did not or feigned not to bear 
Davis, and placed bis hand to his ear ino a listen- 
ing attitude. Davis repeated his request, upon 
Which Nelson, without a word of warning, with 
his hand behiud bis car. in a position to strike, 
reached forward (Nelson being a very large man 
and Davis being a very smull man), and struck 
Davis upon the face, with his open palm, a ring- 
ing blow, and called him a damned cowardiy 
puppy.“ 

Davis’ astonishment and surprise was com- 
plete. Several persons rushed between them in 
u moment. Davis, however, was uot oniy un- 
armed, but thoroughly mentally shocked by the 
unexpected assault; in turning, his eye caught 


sight of au old olficer with whom he 
bad served in the Mexican war, who 
at the moment had entered the build- 


who knew nothing of the 
ditticulty. He asked of nis former comrade the 
loan of his pistol, which receiving, he turned, 
called Nelson to a bait, told himito defend him- 
self, and tired. 

No comments should be required to prove that 
Davis bad no thought of tho tatal ending of the 
proposed interview with Nelson, else he would 
have been armed, neither would he have given 
Nel on an opportunity to strike him.

Britain and the last vestage of royal authority 
from the Continent of North America and 
muke of the United States 

AN OCEAN-BOUND REPUBLIC. 

An ocean-bound Republic! an idea in eloquent 
accord with the fevling of manifest destiny 
withiu us. It is now a goverhment of 
States equal in rights, distinct as billows, but 
one as the sea, and of races equal before the 
law, distinct as God made them, but one as hu- 
manity. A goverument iu accord with creation 
and that, without change. might be extended 
not only to an ocean-Loundary, but until it en- 
veloped the world, which our creat railways and 
ships are now encircling. The extension of its 
boundaries would be peace, not war.

He did not know of 
his own knowledge that he was an architect, 
for he never saw him put pencil to paper. He 
did not knowif Egan was an architect or 
not, and did not think that he ever prepared 
the Court-House plans, which he understood 
were copied from a building in London, En- 
gland An English draughtsman in Egan’s 
office got them up, and told witness that this 
was the fact. Egan had testified that he had 
very little business with witness, but if the 
Committee would call Mr. Forsythe or Mr. 
Beardsley, now with McKindley, Gilchrist 
& Co., they could show that Egan was at 
Forsythe’s store pot less than seventy-five 
times. Beardsley knew when the money 
was drawn from the firm and paid. 

Witness said he got $37,500 of the $15,000 
extra. The money was paid to him by Mr. 
N. C. Hinsdale, and was divided amorg 
eleven persons. Ile did not distribute one 
dollar. Certain parties would not trust 
Egan to draw the money, so Hinsdale drew 
it. He objected to tell who the other men 
were. The cash was paid to him witain an 
hour after it was received from the county. 
He had no notes or papers concerning 

nit contract, never had any, and never 
ad anything todo with the change. The 
Committee were getting this thing all mixed 


up. 
Witness explained that he wanted to talk 
about 


THE CHANGE OF PLANS, 
and did not want to answer on other subjects 
just then. This claim hung fire six or seven 
months. The amount needed to carry the 
$28,000 claim through was too large, so he 
cut it down to $15,000 and got it through the 
Board. Armstrongand Egan knew as weil 
as he did what the 8 was used for.

Every contractor on the builaing had some- 
thingto do with these transactions, —IIarius, 
Joseph Hogan, Sexton, Cox Bros. On 
second thought he did not think Hogan was 
mixed up in them. His last transaction with 
Egan was the payment of the $7,500, for 
which he got Walker’s paper, which he still 
held and would produce in the morning. All 
this was after Egan got the job. He had 
papers from Harms which he would not then 
describe, nor would he say if he would pro- 
duce them at all. He had no papers from P. 
J. Sexton, and never had any. Nor had he 
any papers from Cox Bros., and they never 
paid him any money. Their job, he 
remarked parenthetically, was a little one. 
He would answer further with regard to 
Sexton at some other time. The Committee 
had got him under oath, and he was not 
ying to say unless he could remember. 
alker was to pay him the 87.500 for Egan 
to keep him from exposing the transactions. 
Hie never secured positions as foreman or in- 
spector of the building for anybody.

The payment was 
made in currency. Wituess always paid 
that way. The money was drawn froin 
the Northwestern National Bank, and the 
books of James Forsythe & Co. would show 
the amounts. Wituess had not seen those 
books in six years. Otto II. Matz was first 
elected architect of the Criminal Court, and 
witness bought up enough County Cummis- 
sioners to get the job transferred to Egan. 

Witness paid as high as $2,000 fora vote 
on the new Court-House. The price averaged 


about equal; but he could not ro- 
member how many were bought, and 
he would not tell who e men 


were. He told Armstrong and Egan who 
he paid the money to, and counsel could ask 
Egan for the names. He paid $8,000 and 
$6,000. Egan gave him notes, and he paid 
out cash. The payment of the 88,000 was 
spread over a year. 

The witness absolutely declined, although 
pressed in every way, to give the names of 
any of the men whom he bribed or to give 
any information whatever about them. Hg» 
promised, however, to look uphis memoranda 
and refresh his memory so far as practicable. 
He said that at the time the Grand Jury, of 
which Mr. Storey was foreman, investigated 
the business the contracts were stolen from 
his oftice. Afterwards he accused Arm- 
strong of taking them, and “licked” him, 
and threatened to make it warm for him if 
they were not returned. Some months aft- 
erwards they were returned to his office, 
Room 18 MeCormick Block. They were 
afterwards stolen again, and turned up this 
time in the office of Leonard Swett. 

Witness was indicted—thirteen times. Sev- 
eral of the Commissioners were indicted with 
him. He was indicted on general principles. 
Never was tried, never would be. He 
declined to furnish any details as to who got 
the 87,500, except that C. F. Periolat was one 
of the men. Walker was to have drawn the 
$15,000 extras instead of Hinsdale. ‘Witness 
held Walker’s notes for $7,500, and hada 


book account ef about $13,000 against 
him. He denied having told Frank 
Agnew he would keep away 


from the Committee if he would pay him 
$7,000. Hedid say thatif he had been paid 
what was justly due to him he never would 
have toid.

itness repeated that he paid $2,500 to 
Moses Thayer in Egan’s office. 

HE PAID $1,000 APIECE TO TWO ALDERMEN. 
One was from the Thirteenth and the other 
from the Seventeenth Ward. ‘This was a 
week before Egan was elected Architect of 
the “ity Hall. The $2,500 was paid to Moses 
Thayer because he had a crowd of seven or 
eight whom witness could not handle. Wit- 
ness would not hit so near the men, but they 
took his money and gave him nothing for 
it. Thayertook the money and speculated 
in corn with it and lost it. The Aldermen 
referred to were frum the old Thirteenth and 
Seventeenth Wards, not the existing di- 
visions. If — — the names ho 
should ask Egan for mem. 

Witness remembered driving out to the In- 
sane Asylum several times. He never drove 
out with Mr. Frane B. Wilkie, of the Times, 
and never had any dealings with that gen- 
tleman. 

At this point the Committee adjourned 
until 2:30 this afternoon.

An Expedition Dispatched to the Relief 
of the Tug Niagara. 
Miscellaneous Local and General Notes, 
Port Lists, Lake Freights, Eto. 


DISASTERS TO SHIPPING. 
COLLISIONS. 

On Thursdty evening as the tug Success entered 
the draw of Main-street bridge, South Branch, 
towing the Grand Haven barge Mary Amanda, 
she encountered the steam-barge Albert Soper. 
‘The tug brought the barge to a stop within the 
draw of the bridge, but the steam-barge was 
not so successful, and forging ahead struck the 
barge squarely on the bluff? of the port bow, 
breaking the rail, bulwarks, and four or five 
staunchins The damage,which is to be repaired 
at Grand Haven, will amount to about $100. 

During Thursday nigbt the tugs Success and 
Triad were lying outside waiting.for tows. 

Both boats were about two or more miles 
to northward of the piers. At 11 
o'clock the Captain of the Success es- 
pied a light abeam. and, taking it for a vessel, 
speedily planted the prow of his boat against the 
side of the Triad, breaking the itatter’s covering- 
board and five or six plank. The blow was en- 
countered by the Triad just abaft the upper 
works on the starboard side, and although a 
slight leak was caused thereb) she reached port 
without assistance. Miller Brothers are making 
repairs. 0 

Tue most serious collision damage of yester- 

day occurred in the South Branch about 10 
o'clock in the forenvon. The large new iron 
— Lehigb was lying at the City Elevator 
dock, under the spouts, taking in 30,000 bushels 
of wheat. She had about 2.000 busnels in 


her bold, when the steam-barge Anna 
Smith, coming to the same elevator to 
receive wheat, headed about atter winding, witn 
the intention of lying astern until the high 


had finished. Sheturned under good headway, 
and, either through a mistake in giving the belis 
oracateh on the centre of the engine, she 
forged ahead directly into the stern of the 
Lehigh, cutting through a twenty-eight inch 
fender strake of oak about opposit the main 
deck, breaking the between-deck bulwarks, and 
breaking the rail and stanchions of the prom- 
enade deck aft. The biow caused the Lehigb to 
forge abead sufficiently to carry away all of the 
spouts entering ber hatchways. It was at one 
time thought that she would not be able 
to receive tbe full amount intended for 
her at the elevator before dark, but 
through active exertions the damage was re- 
paired by 4 o'clock in the afternoon. The cost 
of repairs wlll aggregate $500 probably. 
THE TRINIDAD. 


Yesterday afternoon the Captain and crew of 
the schooner Triaidad, which foundered off 
Abnapee a few nights since, arrived were on the 
schooner Julia B. Merrill. Capt. Higgins ex- 
preases the utmost surprise at the disaster. He 
had imperiled his life on the schooner Walter 
B. Allen, after ber rescue from the Manitous, 
when, during the night of léth of April, 
1880, sbe suddenly toundered while being 
towed by the Manistee tug Caroline WIII- 
jams, and was, therefore, extremely careful 
that the opening ot the following season 
should be more fortunate. On Lake Huron ice 
was encountered, but after passing through the 
Straits none could be seen. The pumps were 
tried after change of watch, and even more fre- 
quently. At midnight, two bours previous to 
the discovery of the impending danger, the 
sounding-rod indicated eight inches of water in 
the hold. At2o'ciock in the morning thirteen 
inches was reported, and the pumps ordered 
manned by the watch. Half-past 2 o'clock indi- 
cated that no impression had been made upon 
the aggressive element. Accordingly all hands 
were called on deck to — The Captain 
joined in the work of spilling until ‘half- t 5 
o'clock in the morning, when the doomed Craft 
suddenly made a lurch to leeward and began 
to settie, and the entire crew had barely time to 
clear the yawl and launch ber when the Trini- 
dad pitched into the depths a total wreck. The 
suddenness of the catastrophe deprived the en- 
tire crew of their effects. The books and papers 
of tbe vessel, the money in the captain's desk, 
his wardrobe in the cabin, and even an under- 
coat, which in the heat of exercise at the pumps 
had been thrown upon the cabin deck, were 
rendered a prey to the etements. The coat was 
recovered after the vessel disappeared trom 
sight, but all else was lost. The theory of Capt. 
Higgins is that the Trinidad suffered damage 
when she encountered ice, and which did not 
manifest itseif until just about the several 
hours previous to ber loss mentioned above. 

THE GOLDEN FLEECE. 

Upto dark last evening Capt. Egan had re- 
ceived no intelligence of a double disaster to 
his schooner Guiden Fleece as announced in the 
dispatches of yesterday from Point St. Ignace. 
Still it is possible that the craft may have been 
in trouble. 

AFTER A TUG. 

Yesterday afternoun Capt. John G. Keith left 
this port on the tug Annie L. Smith, as wreck- 
ing-imaster, to recover the tue Niagara, which 
sprung aleak through the bursting of a steam- 
pipe off Waukegan and settled upon the bot- 
tom between the piers of Kenosha harbor short- 
ly after having been towed thither by the pro- 
peller J. L. Hurd. The expedition will return 
to-day. In connection with the disaster, Capt. 
George M. Dennis, of the schooner Montimorenci, 
one of the tow of the Niagara, makes a com- 
piaint against the management of the tele- 
graph office at Waukegan. He states that dur- 
ing Toursday afternoon he dispatehed a boat's 
crew to Wankegan for the purpose of telegraph- 
ing Messrs. Merick & Co., iu Detroit, of the dis- 
aster, but, unfortunately, failed to provide his 
mate with the means to pay the expense of tele- 
graphing, which he presumed could be sent 
„ collect.“ The result was a refusal on the part 
of the manager of the office at Waukegan to for- 
ward. And bad it not been for the fact that the 
proprietur of the weekly printed in the place 
the necessary informativn could not have been 
sent until yesterday. The newspaper proprietor 
generously offered to advance the 50 cents neces- 
sary for the purpose, when the manager at- 
tempted to belp himself out of the diflicuity in 
which he nad environed himself by saying that 
he ouly desired a security.

SUGAR IN KANSAS. 


A Glowing Account of a New Industry 
Established at Sterling, Bice Co., Kas. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

STERLING, Rice Co., Kas., May 8.—A new 
but prospectively extensive industry has been 
inaugurated in this part of Southwestern 
Kansas which it is to be hoped may result in 
converting our sunny region into an Eden of 
productive sweetness. ithas long been a 
settled conviction with local experimenters 
that this portlon of Kansas is every way 
adapted and must become a great sirup and 
sugar manufacturing centre. Our soil, cli- 
mate, and (at present) low-priced lands make 
inducements to the cane-grower that cannot 
well be matehed. The long, dry harvest sea- 
sons are particularly favorabie for perfecting 
and extracting the rich saccharine juices the 
cane here contains, and the level roads, al- 
ways free from mad, permit ef easy, regular 
hauling from the cané fields, a point of well 
understood value to both growers and manu- 
facturers. Fortunately, the question of suc- 
cessful manufacture has now passed 
beyond the sphere of speculative study and 
taken 1 business shape upon a scale 
that will be likely to solve a very interesting 
agricultural problem. Upon recommenda- 
tion of United States Commissioner Le Duc, 
Mr. G. W. Chapman, a citizen of this county, 
addressed Mr. Reginald M. Sandy, of New 
Orleans, who & accounted one of the best 
sugar experts 5 this country, commending 


the opportun f this region. The claims 
made so interest that gentieman that he vis- 
ited this ground, carefully gathered essential 
facts, analyzed many specimens of sirups, and 
promptly concluded to embark in the sugar 
business. Some New Orleans capitalists and 
practical sugar-makers, acting upon Mr. Sandy's 
reports and tests, united with him, formed a 
company, and have now contracted for perma- 
nent works to be erected in this city, to cost 
$40,000. They have purchased 1,000 acres of 
land for cultivation, and are contracting with our 
farmers for crops of cane for six coming years. 
The proverbially enterprising Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé Railroad Company are to build a 
track from their main line to the premises for 
the special accommodation of the sugar com- 
pany,and have otherwise ag encouraged 
ang facilitated the project. Mr. W. C. Clement, 
of Wisconsin, a gentieman long experienced in 
cane-working, who had traversed the country 
very extensively in search of a location, also de- 
cided upon this city asa point entirely suitable 
for sorghbo-sirup production. Mr. Clement has 
already contracted with our farmers for 1,000 
acres of cane, and will immediately erect a 
sirup-factory intended to be of larger capacity 
than auy now existing in the United States. The 
railrqad company have alscextended substantial 
assistance to Mr. Clement in his large under- 
taking. The above-noted prospects, our excead- 
ingly fine promise of wheat, the excellent state 
ot the soil for working and planting apres

After 
a month the foot is — in hot water to soak 
some time; then the Auge is corey un- 
wound, much dead cuticle coming off with it. 
Frequentiy, too, one or two toes may drop off, 
in which case the woman feels afterward repaid 
by baving smatler and more delicate teet. Each 
time the band is taken off the foot is kneaa- 
ed to make the joints more flexible, and is then 
bound up again as quickly as possible with a 
fresh bandage, which is drawn up more tightly. 
Duri the tirst year the pain is so intense that 
the sufferer cay do nothing, and for about two 
years the foot aches continually, and is the seat 
ofa pain which is like the pricking of 4barp 
needies. With continued rigorous binding the 
foét in two years becomes dead and ceases to 
ache, and the whole leg, from the knee down- 
ward, becomes shrunk, so as to be little more 
than skin and bone.

TURKISH WIVES. 

First among the Turkish social topics is 
that of the harem, The Koran allows a Mus- 
sulman to have four wives; and many per- 
sous have consequently imagined that polyg- 
amy is a rule in Turkey, whereas it is the 
exception. A Mussulman may only have as 
many wives as he can keep in comfort; and 
it is only the very rich who can afford four. 
The middle-class Turks have only one wife 
apiece; the men of the lowest class are often 
obliged to remain single from not having the 
means to support a consortin the style which 
the Moslem law enjoins. Nothing can be 
more un-Turkish than the Mormon idea of 
accumulating a number of women to live 
nuder one root, quarreling in the kitchen 
and parlor, and acting as household drudges 
for their husband. The Turkish wife is not 
a slave: the chief fault to find with her is 
that she has too lofty a sense of her own dis- 
nity. An advocate of female rights would 
have some difticulty in persuading her that 
her lot was pitiable; she has never 
envied the emancipation of Chris- 
tian women, whose free ways shock 
her; while she has noticed that they 
get much less respect from the men of their 


faith than that which ig invariavly vouchsafed | 


to herself. Spe veils her face with no more re- 
gret than a Western lady unveils her shoulders. 
Turkish women are nus shut up. 

when they piease, ended, by their odaliks if 
rich, or bolding ther children by the hand; and 
their magpie voters ul the bazaars, for they 
are noisy talkers. Whenever thay pass, men of 
all creeds stand aside deferentially. If a bus- 
band meets a wife ip the street, he makes uo 
sign of recognition; if be perceives ber halting 
before a draper’s stall and gazing significantiy 
atasiik dearer than he can afford, he must 
possess his soul in resignavion, muttering Ma- 
sbhaliah.”’ This fur women prevails also 
in the home circie, and it comes naturally to the 
Mussulman, who bas been taught from his boy- 
hood to behave courteonsiy to the softer sex.

PIN-MONEYT. 

A sort of “mind-in-a-mist” possesses the 
American woman who attempts to solve 
through the efforts of her own native under- 
stauding that conundrum, “what can an 
English wife do with her large sums of pin- 
money, considering that her clothing is so 
abjectly inexpensive, when compared to our 


own garments?”’ 


Her silks aud satins, velvets and laces, do 
not break her heart at the thoughtof cus- 
tom-house exactions, because there are no 


duties to be paid between the looms where 
the greatest share of these pomps and vanl- 
ties are wrought out and the London dress- 


maker. 

Sixty per cent is added to the cost of our 
best tuilets after they leave France and En- 
gland, and yet the wives of Americans seldom 
receive such generous annual sums as are 
given to English waves. Our ladies, however, 
dress far more attractively. 

This tact was perplexing before watching 
the methods by which pin-money creeps out 
of the purses of kindly .and conscientious 
English wives and mothers. 

*Pin-money” is an expression that came 
into common usage at a time when a dozen 
or perhaps two dozen of these articles were 
considered an almost perilously extravagant 
annual allowance. Thig quantity was considered 
a luxurious supply for any lady, and quite capa- 
bie of sustaining and upholding all those attach- 
able and detainuuble antagonistic elements of 
appareil that made our grand-dames both pict- 
yreequely beautiful and inexpressibly uncom- 
fortubie. Pins were costly articles in those days, 
and it is scarvely possible that the happy pos- 
sessor of two dozen pins a year ever guve sutti- 
cient range to her imaginution to picture the 
happy time when her descendant should strew 
the earth with a thousand or more pins a year, 
aud not remember that they cost anything at 
all. A pin was not always an unconsidered tri- 
tie, by any means, as the want of one when it is 
beyond reach proves to us even in this era of 
their abundance. Pin-money at present signi- 
fies altogether a different thing from what its 
syllables express. At least it does to English 
ludies. To-day by this term is meant whatever 
amount of money is settled upon a lady for ber 
yearly expenditure, and it is little enongh, all 
things considered. ' 

The richest and the noblest of ladies below the 
rauk of Princess is rarviy endowed at the time 
of her marriage with more than £500 or £600 
sterling per annum. From a thirty-third to a 
twentieth part of her busband’s annual income 
is all that she expects if he be a rich man. It is 
the ordinary range of ber pin-money, and the 
larger the husband's fortune the smaller is the 
proportion which is settled upon the wife. A 
man whose rentals are £10,000 a year is likely to 
fix £300 as the sum for his wife to spend upon 
her toilet. This is 33 percent. If he have but 
£1,000 per annum, and he fixes his wife's at £50, 
she gets a twentieth, and so on downward. 

According to the cost of fabrics £300, or $1,500, 
will purchase on the other side of the Atlantic 
just half as much more than it will procure 
bere, taking the custom duties into account. Of 
course, Jewels are always gifts. The English 
lady seldom or never purchases ornaments of 
value, tor how could she on such u meagre in- 
come, and leave anything for charity?

the same thing a hundred times, . scolding, 
screaming. even beating them, to be understbod. 
In the evening, when the childreu are sleeping. 
if there remain some little time, the poor worn- 
out mother sitsdown to der spinuing-wheel to 
spin silk, to sew or koit. or, if_it be summer- 
time, to look after her silk-worms and cocoons, 
happy if she has not to do the work of ber incum- 
petent servants over again.

MR. STOREY AND 1 THE PRINTERS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, May 13.—It seems that my com- 
munication regarding the wages paid by the 
Times, the type used in chat shop.“ and the 
elastic way in which the printers employed 
on that paper work, has stirred Storey up 
somewhat. The old man” loses his tem- 
per and squeais loudly. He made a false 
boast about the liberal wages paid by the 
Times office to its compnsitors to humbug 
the general public, and when that misstate- 
ment is exposed he answers by crying, “ It’s 
a lie, it’s a lie.“ He says the type “ was cast 
specially for the Times, and is prized by him 
because of its exceptional beauty.” Yes, it is 
beautiful for him; but how do his compositors 
admire it? The very typo in which Mr. Storey’s 
loud squeal is printed is “bastard,” a type 
with a minion face on a brevier body, 
ana the compositor gets paid for it as 
brevier, and Mr. Storey knows It, too. He shouts 
my type is fat.“ but he says nothing in answer 
to the fact thatthe men in that olfice stand 
around idle two, three, and four hours every night 
for which they receive no compensation; that 
one man has a monopoly of “ setting” the ad- 
vertisements „ dummies ag well as those that 


the office gets 304055 cents a line for from its 


drummers); that five or six men set all the com- 
mercial and financial fat; that the display head- 
ings over reading in his paper are set by a man 
paid by the week, an injustice that is practiced 
in no other newspaper office in the United States 
or Canada; that the piece hands in that office 
have the “pi” made by the week bands 
forced upon them for distribution, for which Mr.

A delegation of inspection was then sent 
by the Minister. The Havre Inspectors placed 
at their service the samples of meat which had 
been examined. After five hoursof labor the 
visiting officials were obliged to coufess that they 
bad not succeeded in finding trichina in the 
specimens. They then took other samples from 
the meats on the quay, operated upon them in 
their rooms at the hotel, and it appears that they 
were then more successful; they affirmed that 
they had found a few trichina in all. The Havre 
Inspectors did not understand (or believe) this.

world. The London Times says that, according 
to correspondence from Germany, the advance 
in securities generally is there leading once 
more to the beginning of a Grundyng wania. As 
yet, like the creation of new issues in Eagland. 
the amounts of money asked for are not large, 
and the issues do not imply a great absorption 
of capital, many of them being issues for the 
purchase of industrial undertakings, which are 
in this way converted into joint-stock compa- 
nies, but where the purchase money will pro»- 
ably be reinvested by those who receive it. The 
excess of speculation in Paris has long been 
noted, and, according to all appearance, it Is 
row likely to be followed by a similar excess in 
many parts of the Continent, if not also in Great 
Britain and America. As an instance, it is to be 
noted thut the number of electric light compa- 
nies is constantiy increasing, and the transac- 
tions in their shares form a very considerable 
proportion of the business done in unlisted se- 
curities. Mostof these shares command a pre- 
mium, and some, like the Edison, seil for several 
times their par value. The subscriptions to the 
most recently organized company, the Edison 
Illuminating, already command a premium of 17 
to per cent. This company is to iutroduce and

The market is at the moment ma- 
terialiy benefited by the increase in 
the traffic of many roads which until recently 
were backward in their business on account of 
unfavorable weather and floods.

THE ALDINE SQUARE CASE. 

In the Appellate Court yesterday, the case 
of U. P. Smith and the City of Chicago et al. 
vs. A. H. Heath, was argued on appeal from 
decision of Judge Gardiner. This was an 
appeal from a decision of the Superior Court 
in favor of A. H. Heath, foreclosing a mort- 
gage on Albine Square. U. P. Smith and 
Heath owned jointly the land now known 
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as Aldine Square Resubdivision. About 1869 
Heath sold his interest to Smith for $45,000, 
and there an agreemont between the 
that a subdivision shoald be made, and 
Smith should execute to Heath a mortgage 
on the lots in the subdivision he 
Subsequently, however, on Feb. 5, 1870, 
Smith executed a mortgage to Heath 
of the land, before it was sub- 
divided, to secure the payment of the $45,000 
in five years, with 10 per cent interest, the 
mortgage containing a provision that, if 
Smith should make a subdivision, — 
would, at his request, release from the 

gage lots in the subdivision upon payment 
to him by Smith of $60 per front foot for the 
lots released. b 

A subdivision was made by Smith in 1874, 
with Heath’s consent, called Aldine Square 
Subdivision,” which showed a square upon 
three sides of which the lots fronted, marked 
on the plat * Aldine Square—Private.” 

Subsequently, in April, 1875, Smith made a 
new plat, substantiaily the same as the first, 
with the exception that the square was marked 
Public.“ The new plat was called Al- 
dine Square Resubdivision.” Heath ad- 
mitted that he knew about the first subdi- 
vision, and that it was intended to erect 
buildings around the square, fronting on it, 
and to improve and ornament the square as a 
park, but denied that he consented to or ap- 
proved of the resubdvision. 

It appeared that Heath executed releases 
of lots in both subdivisions, and that 
a release of lots after the resubdivison was 
recorded, described the lots as bei in the 
resubdivision, and also that he took mort- 
gages on lots to secure payment of $37,000, 
the lots being described in the mortgage as 
being in the resubdivision. 

The releases were executed by him to en- 
able Smith to borrow money to erect build- 
ings on the lots and toimprove the square, 
and to facilitate the sale of the lots. A large 
amount of money was borrowed and ex- 
pended accordingly,—about $250,000, 

The only access tothe front buildings is 
by the square. 

All the lotsand buildings were subsequent- 
ly sold. The city laid water-pipes around 
the square, placed a fire hydrant in it, and 
erected gas-lamps, and, since the plat of the 
resubdivision was recorded, no taxes have 
been levied against the square. Under these 
circumstances, the city and the purchasersof 
the lots claim that Heath is bound by the 
declaration and is estopved from enforcing 
his mortgage against the square. The Court 
below rendered a decree for the complain- 
ant, from which an appeal was taken. Will- 
lam Holden argued for the complainant and 
Corporation Counsel Adams and Mr. John P. 
Wilson for the city. Mr. Adams is very con- 
fident that the decision will be in favor of 
the city.

HOME FOR INCURABLES. 


An Appeal to the Pablic. 

The Home for Incurables is an institution 
incorporated under the laws of Lilinois. Its 
purpose is to provide a home and medical 
treatment to that most unfortunate of all un- 
fortunate persons,—namely, those both desti- 
tute and incurably sick. A preliminary or- 
ganization was effected some months ago. 
Its working organization has been delayed 
till now for want of a suitable building. 
That want has been supplied by obtaining 
the lease of the building and large grounds 
on the corner of Fullerton and Racine ave- 
nues, generously accorded to the organiza- 
tion by the Board of the Soldiers’ Home. 

This, when fitted up, will answer the pres- 
ent requirements. About $6,000 are needed 
to fit up and furnish the house and pay the 
expenses for the current year. 

A number of prominent citizens have sig- 
nified their interest in this enterprise by tak- 
ing places on the Board of Trustees. 

This charity is as broad as can be wished, 
and ignores all distinctions of race and relig- 
ion. Among all the noble charitiesthat have 
been founded and sustained by the liberal- 
spirited citizens of Chicago there is not one 
which appeals more loudly to their benevo- 
lence than this, which seeks to give some 
hope to the hopeless. 

The arguments for its support need only 
this statement: that at present there is no 
place in this great, prosperous city where a 
destitute and permanently invalid person, 
however deserving can find shelter, food, 
and medical aid. ‘The existing hospitals and 
charitable. institutions contribute only tem- 
porary aid, and then only in the most urgent 
cases.

THE SOUTH FORK. 


Disgusting Condition of the Steck- 
Yards Section of the Biver. 
Every Chicagoan knows, or ought to know, 
that a portion of the Chicago River, known 
as the South Fork of the South Branch, has 
for years past been noted for its bad odor, 
and that it is the opinion of everybody hav- 
ing the interests of the city at heart that 
something ought to be done to purify it. 
People living along the canal have sent 
delegation after delegation to Chicago 
to plead with the city authorities for 
some accomplishment which would prevent 
the filth of the South Fork from being car- 
ried past their doors, tainting the pleasant 
country air miles and miles away from the 


pestilent source in the city. 

Nothing was done, however, until some- 
what overa year ago when, after consulta- 
tion with the Citizens’ Association and the 
representatives of the canal towns, the city 
appropriated $100,000 for the erection of 
pumping-works at Bridgeport. After the 
money had been appropriated, however, the 
Mayor, City Engineer, and Health Commis- 
sioner seemed to be agreed that it was not 
wise to erect the pumping-works at the junc- 
tion of the canal and South Branch, because 
the pumps at that point would only move tne 
water in the canal and South Branch, leav- 
ing undisturbed the water of the East Fork, 
Willich was the offending stream in reality. 
The city officers favored a project by which 
the pumps should oe put up near the head of 
the South Fork, and a canal constructed 
from the head of the fork to the Lilinois Canal, 
and the water drawn through and pum 
into the canal. This plan would move the 
water in the fork and South Branch and thus 
put an end to the bad odors from the river 
water. The city authorities have refrained 
from undertaking the work on account of 
not possessing the spare cash necessary. An 
effurt has been made to interest Stock-Yard 
and Town of Lake capitalists to contribute, 
as they are mainly responsible for the nui- 
since, and, it is believed, should bear some 
of the expense. 

Yesterday morning an expedition was 
taken up the river to set the ball in motion 
for carrying out the city’s plan. The city 
officials and members of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion boarded the tug Prindiville at 9:30 a. in. 
and took asail up the South Branch and 
South Fork for the purpose of examining 
their condition and ascertain how 
great really was the n of 
their improvement. The party con- 
sisted of Mayor Harrison, City Engineer 
Cregier, Health-Commissioner De Wolf, 
Controller Gureqy, Ald. Phelps, Young, 
Wetberell, Blair, Wanzer, Sheridan, Hurl- 
but, Dean, and Hildreth, County-Commis- 
sioner Ender, Health-Onicer Merki, and 
Messrs. W. C. Grant, Murry Nelson, Francis 
Jackson, J. II. S. Quick, J. W. Oakley, D. 
W. Page, Albert Hayden, J. 8. Rumsey 
George W. Spencer, Walter McDonald, an 
others. 

The run from Wells street bridge to the 
junction ot the South Branch and South Fork 
was devoid of interest. ‘The water was tur- 
bid but was odorless, and as clean as the 
water of a commercial river could be ex- 
pected. Once every three or four blocks

face, whereat the joke would pass round at 
the expense of the Mayor or Health Commis- 
sioner, who had been lauding the water’s 
purity. During the early part of the trip the 
party amused itseif in discussing the smoke 
nuisance and the water supply. 

Mr. Oakley remarked that it will be neces- 
sary to take enough water down the canal to 
purify the river. There would then be no 
need of erecting water-works at Grosse Point 
or extending the present tunnels, as the 
sewer water would be taken down the 
cane’ ont tne lake water would be uncontam- 
inated, 

Mayor Harrison was aroused by the allu- 
sion to bad water, and said the people made 
a terrible fuss because the water was bad 
from three to twenty days in five‘ years. 
There was talk of spending $15,000,000 for 
new works. If this were dune then the ex- 
pense of supplying water would be increased, 
and this — all to a diminution of. its 
use, and thus increase the mortality rate. 

Ald. Phelps said that this was notso. The 
policy of the present Administration was to 
1 many from paying water-rents, so 
that the rich would have to pay the extra ex- 
pense, and water would be used as freely as 
ever. 

The Mayor said that the expense of build- 
ing the Hildreth pumping-works would pay 
for a canal. 

Ald. Hildreth insisted that the capacity of 
the present pumping-works was almost 
reached, and if his measure to call for 
a popular vote were put through it would 
be five or eight years before the work could 
be done. 

At Main street bridge the river began to 
assume an oily appearance, and as soon as 
‘the South Fork was entered the odors be- 
came intense and disgusting. The water 
was inky black, covered with oil, and the 
dead dog occurred with painful frequency. 
The further south the tug moved the worse 
the water stank. lu some parts it was cov- 
ered with a thick, muddy scum that looked 
like terra firma, and as the boat plowed 
through it it wrinkled and piled upon either 
side in permanent folds. 

A stoppage was made at Oakley’s fertiliz- 
ing establishment at Thirty-fifth street, and 
from this place the tug went as far south as 
Thirty-eighth street. In this locality the 
river presented the appearance of a mass of 
liquid mud, its suface 2 be per- 
fectiy solid in parts. The fact was men- 
tioned that quite recently a man was drowned 
near by through attempting to walk across the 
stream, which he mistook for dry ground. 

The Mayor and Health Commissioner did 
not find it necessary to useany arguments 
to convince the party that something ought 
to be done to purify the stream, and the 
method of its accomplishment was the main 
tople of conversation. The Mayor showed 
that the way to do it was to erect pumpmg- 
works in the Stock-Vards on South Fork, 
and dig a canal from that point to the L)linois 
Canal,—a distance of three miles. He be- 
lieved that it could be constructed at the rate 
of a mile a year, and that the clay removed 
could be used in brick-making. Ile wanted 
to see capitalists buy up the land ad pros- 
ecute the work as a speculation. Several 
hey along the South Fork and the Stock- 
“ards had offered to contribute, and he be- 
lieved the money could be raised if responsi- 
ble citizens would interest themselves in it, 
after being convinced of its practicability. 

After the party had smelt of the dirty 
stream until they were sick, the tug was 
turned back, and, after a stoppage at Fowler 
Brothers’ packing-house, the homeward 
journey was accomplished, the party ex- 
pressing themselyes as very well pleased with 
the result of their investigations.
